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5,000 Activists Get 'Last 
Call To Bash Bush'

WASHINGTON - Ap¬ 
proximately 5,000 AIDS ac¬ 
tivists encircled the White 
House with red ribbons on 
Monday, October 12, but for 
the first time in President 
Bush’s term it seemed they 
weren’t so much demanding 
leadership from him as wav¬ 
ing him goodbye. 

The thousands of activists 
converged on the Ellipse be¬ 
hind the White House as the 
culmination of a weekend of 
grief, pain, and hope sur¬ 
rounding the fourth full dis¬ 
play of the Names Project 
AIDS Memorial Quilt in 
Washington. 

Chanting rounds of “three 
more weeks, three more 
weeks,” the demonstrators 
mocked the president’s low 
standing in the polls as they 
denounced his AIDS policies. 

But for all the anger direct¬ 
ed at President Bush, the 
crowd’s message also ap¬ 
peared to be a warning, di¬ 
rected at a possible future 
President Clinton. 

“We need to send a mes¬ 
sage to the future occupant of 
the White House that there 
will be no business as usual 
on AIDS,” said Margaret 
Cantrell of ACT UP/D.C. 
“Red ribbons are not enough. 
We’re tired of symbolism. 
We’re tired of empty ges¬ 
tures. We need some real 
leadership and some real ac¬ 
tion from the president of the 
United States.” 

Thousands of chanting 
demonstrators, ranging from 
heterosexual couples with 
small children and senior cit¬ 


izens in wheelchairs to the 
more usual collection of 
young gay men and lesbians, 
marched around the Treasury 
Department, the White 
House, and the Old Executive 
Office Building making a hu¬ 
man chain over a mile long. 

As they marched and 
cheered Bush’s predicted po¬ 
litical defeat, the demonstra¬ 
tors blew whistles and air 
horns every seven minutes to 
commemorate the estimated 
one AIDS death that takes 
place every 420 seconds in 
this country. 

“My gut feeling is that this 
is the last demonstration 
we’re going to do during the 
Bush administration ’cause 
Bush is outa here,” said 
Michael Petrelis of ACT 
UP/D.C., the leading organiz¬ 
er of the action. “This is our 
last call to bash Bush.” 

Eventually, as the hun¬ 
dreds of demonstrators filed 
past the gates of the White 
House, the front of the line 
made its way back around the 
block, completing the circle of 
red ribbons that ringed the 
federal buildings. 

The activists, with visible 
glee, took satisfaction in Pres¬ 
ident Bush’s low standing in 
the polls and regularly broke 
into song as they trod past the 
North Lawn, belting out 
strains of the 1969 pop hit 
“Na Na, Hey Hey, Kiss Him 
Goodbye” and waving 
farewell at the building’s pre¬ 
sent tenant. 

Bush was not in town for 
the action, nor was he home 
for any of the quilt weekend. 

After the 5,000 activists 
completed their circle around

the White House, they again 
gathered on the Ellipse 
where they staged a mass die- 
in, covering a large chunk of 
the 13 acres of grass with hu¬ 
man bodies. 

Demonstrators in 

wheelchairs slid out of their 
seats to lie on the moist 
ground beside the able-bod¬ 
ied, leaving only a collection 
of chairs and photographers 
perpendicular on the expanse 
of land. 

“We die, Bush does noth¬ 
ing,” came the voices from 
the ground as a lonely siren 
wailed from a bullhorn. 

Several of the activists 
were particularly annoyed at 
Bush’s comments during the 
October 11 presidential de¬ 
bate, where he dismissed 
AIDS demonstrators and a 
massive candlelight vigil com¬ 
memorating the quilt appear¬ 


ance two days earlier as work 
of “the extremes.” 

They were especially tak¬ 
en aback by the president’s 
repetition of his charge that 
“$4.6 billion” is being spent 
on AIDS, a figure Bush again 
suggested was far higher than 
that spent for cancer treat¬ 
ment and research. 

“That’s a very misleading 
number,” said Carlton Lee, a 
staffer with the National 
Commission on AIDS, noting 
that the oft-cited figure counts 
not only specific line-items for 
AIDS spending, but many 
fuzzy estimates on total Medi¬ 
care, Medicaid and Veterans 
Affairs entitlement spending 
for AIDS patients. No such 
accounting has ever been sug¬ 
gested for other diseases, he 
noted, and if it were it would 
far outstretch AIDS spending. 

Governor Clinton’s re¬ 


sponse to Bush’s comments, 
likewise, did not earn rave re¬ 
views in the crowd that was 
splattered with Clinton/Gore 
T-shirts and buttons. 

‘‘Bush lied through his 
teeth,” said ACT UP/D.C.’s 
Cantrell. “Clinton gave us a 
lot of pretty rhetoric. But 
whether he lives up to his 
promises, we’ll have to wait 
and see.” 

Asked how AIDS activists 
could counter Bush’s alleged 
mischaracterization of the 
government’s AIDS funding, 
Lee quipped offhandedly, “I 
was hoping Clinton would do 
it last night,” but took care to 
note that after the debate the 
Clinton campaign did issue a 
statement pointing out Bush’s 
tactic. 

Lee noted that AIDS ac¬ 
tivists are now taking pains to

Bof A Exec's

Gay Flag 

When the San Francisco 
Library Commission voted 
last week to keep the Rain¬ 
bow flag flying over Harvey 
Milk Library, one dissenting 
vote came from Commissioner 
Barbara Rosenberg, whose 
husband is Bank of America 
President Richard Rosenberg. 

The Library Commission 
had been holding public hear¬ 
ings on the flag since a group 
of religious fundamentalists 
called for its removal earlier 
this year. Although the funda¬ 
mentalists have threatened a 
lawsuit, the city attorney’s 
office ruled that flying the 
flag is consistent with San 
Francisco law. 

Six out of seven commis¬ 
sioners voted to keep the flag 
atop the library while Rosen¬ 
berg voted against it. She was 
not available for comment to 
the Bay Area Reporter. V

Health Department 
Budget Cuts Restored

San Francisco Health De¬ 
partment mental health and 
AIDS services will not re¬ 
ceive any cuts after all under 
a plan by Supervisor Carole 
Migden that was presented to 
the Board of Supervisors on 
October 5. 

The Health Department 
had been asked by Mayor 
Frank Jordan to cut $25 mil¬ 
lion in early September and 
then later reduced the request 
to $12.5 million. 

$7.5 million of the funds 
represented service cuts, pri¬ 
marily to mental health pro¬ 
grams, and the remainder rep¬ 
resented reductions in admin¬ 
istration and employee fur¬ 
lough. 

“I’m loathe to raise tax¬ 
es—any taxes—in these reces¬ 
sionary times,” Migden said 
in a press statement. 

Among the savings propos¬ 
als Migden presented to the 
board: 

• 2.2 million from the sale 
of the Olympic strip property 
on the Great Highway, cur¬ 
rently leased by the Olympic 
Club, which is prepared to 
purchase the land. 

• $350,000 from the elimi¬ 
nation of one Police Academy 
class during the 1992-93 fiscal 
year by postponing it for one 
month until the 1993-94 fiscal 
year.

• $900,000 from reducing 
the General Fund Reserve 
from $10 million to $9.1 mil¬ 
lion, and avoiding a payback 
of a one-time tax increase 
that was to be rolled over 
when the fund hit $10 million. 
The reduction allocates the 
$900,000 to health service 
funds but also saves the city 
$2.8 million from avoiding the 
tax rollover payback. 

• $900,000 from reducing 
the Municipal and Superi¬ 
or Court operations budget, 
primarily in fees paid by the 
district attorney and public 
defender to outside coun¬ 
sel when either agency has a 
conflict of interest in repre¬ 
senting clients.

Suspect in Custody 
After Alleged 
Robbery of Gay Man

A suspect is now being 
held in the Hall of Justice on 
$7,500 bail, facing charges of 
robbing a gay man he met at 
The Eagle, a popular South 
of Market leather bar. 

James M. Flanagan, 33, 
was charged with burglary, 
possession of stolen property, 
and grand theft-auto, after he 
was arrested October 12 at a 
used record store on Haight 
Street after offering to sell 
hundreds of compact discs he 
allegedly stole from the vic¬ 
tim’s apartment. 

The victim, whose name is 
being withheld pending a con¬ 
tinuing police investigation 
into the incident, had called 
the store only an hour before 
the arrest to alert them to the 
October 11 theft. 

Flanagan, according to an 
employee at Recycled 
Records on Haight Street, 
“seemed kind of shady” when 
he walked into the store and 
tried to sell “several bundles 
of 30 to 50 CDs in a stack, 
wrapped up in plastic and 
sealed with duct tape to hold 
them together,” 

“It just seemed very weird. 


[The victim] had just called us 
that morning to alert us that 
someone might come in to try 
to sell them, and that [the vic¬ 
tim’s] name was on the inside 
cover of each CD,” the em¬ 
ployee said. 

Just as Flanagan was told 
that Recycled Records be¬ 
lieved the CDs were stolen, 
and their possible owner was 
going to be alerted to come 
and identify the property, a 
Park Station police beat offi¬ 
cer happened to pass the 
store. 

Flanagan was detained by 
the officer until the victim ar¬ 
rived to make a positive iden¬ 
tification of the property and 
the suspect. 

“[Flanagan] looked very 
nervous, especially when we 
called the cop into to the 
store. He said that he was go¬ 
ing to go tell his wife, and 
that the CDs weren’t stolen, 
but he looked like he knew 
he was in trouble,” the em¬ 
ployee said. 

The victim’s car and other 
property reported stolen in 
the incident has been recov¬ 
ered. ▼

Gorder, legislative aide to 
Migden, the only service re¬ 
ductions that the Health De¬ 
partment will receive are the 
consolidation of several men¬ 
tal health clinics proposed by 
Health Department Director 
Raymond Baxter as an effi¬ 
ciency measure. 

“The services may be 
moved to other locations but 
the clients will continue to be 
seen,” Van Gorder said. 

The effort to avoid service 
cuts in the Health Depart¬ 
ment budget have been a 
team effort, said Jean Harris, 
Jordan’s liaison to the gay and 
lesbian community. “We all 
realize how vital the health 
services are and everyone’s 
worked really hard to try to 
save them, including the may¬ 
or’s office, the Health Depart¬ 
ment and the Board of Super¬ 
visors,” Harris said. 

But, Van Gorder warned, 
the city faces a deficit of $150 
million a year next year. 

Supervisor Migden has es¬ 
tablished a joint task force 
with the mayor’s office and 
others to try to address the 
need for structural changes in 
the way city departments are 
structured and to discuss civil 
service reform. 

“We’ve trimmed all the ad¬ 
ministration that we can. 
Next time, the cuts will have 
to come out of services.” ▼

U.S. District Court Judge 
Saundra Armstrong has ruled 
that former FBI Agent Frank 
Buttino’s lawsuit against the 
FBI may be classified as a 
class action, making it possi¬ 
ble for other veterans of the 
agency to join him in charg¬ 
ing sexual orientation dis¬ 
crimination. 

Buttino, a 20-year vet¬ 
eran of the FBI with a top-se¬ 
cret security clearance, was 
fired in 1991 after acknowl¬ 
edging during an investiga¬ 
tion that he is gay. 

After a two-hour hearing, 
Armstrong ruled that Buttino 
provided enough evidence to 
make a case that the FBI rou¬ 
tinely discriminated against 
all employees who are gay or 
who engage in homosexual 
conduct with consenting 
adults in private. 

A trial is scheduled for De¬ 
cember 14. ▼

were the issues most fre¬ 
quently mentioned by the 
protesters. 

When attendees were ques¬ 
tioned about their perceptions 
of the protest, several erupted 
in tight-lipped responses, 
while others haughtily de¬ 
clined to comment. 

“I don’t know what’s hap¬ 
pening over there, but I’m for 
George Bush,” said one. 

“It’s kind of foul language, 
but they have the right to 
rant and rave all they want,” 
said another, of the verbal 
lambast afforded President 
Bush. 

“I don’t know whether I 
want to be here,” one woman 
told her hosts as she pushed 
her way in the “Bimbo’s” 
door, clearly unsettled by the 
protest. 

What the partiers didn’t 
yet know was that one week 
earlier WAC had obtained 
hundreds of surplus invita¬ 
tions to the fete, on which 
they replaced the words “$250 
per person,” with “ladies get 
in free,” “same sex couples 
get in free,” and “sliding scale; 
no one turned away for lack 


of funds.” These mischievous 
WAC activists then widely 
distributed the invitations 
around town. 

Several protesters who 
were cleverly disguised as Re¬ 
publicans (pumps, makeup, 
and all) were rebuffed as they 
attempted to enter the party. 
It turned out that the Repub¬ 
licans had a list of paid 
partiers, against which they 
checked the fake names made 
up by the activists, and any¬ 
one whose name didn’t match 
any on the list was summarily 
turned away. 

One protester used the 
clever line of needing to use 
the bathroom to get inside 
and put a pink slip on every 
plate. She was eventually 
caught and removed, but two 
others got in and remained 
undiscovered until much lat¬ 
er. 

In fact, they became the 
center of attention later when 
they stood on a table and 
stripped down to — of course 
— their pink slips. 

Unfortunately, this re¬ 
porter was unable to witness 
the strip show because the

Health and have had access to 
power and people of influ¬ 
ence that others have not had, 
because we are a physician’s 
organization,” Schatz said. 

“AAPHR is an organiza¬ 
tion with enormous potential 
to advance the gay rights 
agenda,” including health-re¬ 
lated issues beyond AIDS and 
HIV disease, Schatz believes, 
“because of the talents of our 
membership and because of 
our access. 

“When we talk about de¬ 
manding equal rights, we of¬ 
ten talk about the unfairness 
of discrimination, [but] we 
never talk about the fact that 
the effects of the discrimina¬ 
tion pose a major health 
threat including high rates of 
alcoholism and substance 
abuse, the reality of anti-gay 
violence and the psychic 
abuse and stress that we face 
all the time. There’s a broad 
range of mental health ef¬ 
fects,” he said. “No organiza¬ 
tion has more credibility 
about such issues than a group 
of gay and lesbian physicians.” 

The organization will also 
begin to take more of a visi¬ 
ble leadership position in ad¬ 
vocacy with other physicians 
organizations and health care 
policy groups, including the

American Medical Associa¬ 
tion. 

“The AMA has a history of 
opposing policy statements 
prohibiting discrimination on 
the basis of sexual orienta¬ 
tion. You’ll be seeing 
AAPHR taking a more vocal 
role about that also,” Schatz 
said. 

In addition to annual con¬ 
ferences and policy state¬ 
ments and its MERP, 


AAPHR also started the Les¬ 
bian Health Foundation, the 
first foundation in the country 
that distributes funds for les¬ 
bian health care issues. 
The AAPHR group has affili¬ 
ates in 17 cities across the 
country and in Canada, in¬ 
cluding the Bay Area Physi¬ 
cians for Human Rights. 

Schatz replaces Pierre 
Ludington, who retired from 
the post after six years. ▼

WASHINGTON - The 
U.S. House formally ad¬ 
journed its half of the 102nd 
Congress on October 6. With 
that action, Representative 
William Dannemeyer (R- 
Calif.), for all intents and pur¬ 
poses, officially had the tag 
“former” attached to his title. 

And a cheer rose up across 
the land. 

Long the arch enemy of 
lesbians and gays on all mat¬ 
ters congressional, Danne¬ 
meyer is finally history. Gone. 
Outa here. 

“Hasta la vista, baby,” 
quipped Peri Jude Radecic, 
chief lobbyist for the National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force. 

In case you’ve been sitting 
under a rock for a decade or 
so, you know that Dannemey¬ 
er has been the most vocifer¬ 
ous, motivated, opinionated, 
stalwart, and unrelenting 
force fighting equal rights for 
lesbians and gays in the 
House for the last 14 years. 
Only Senator Jesse Helms (R- 
N.C.) stands between him and 
the title of all-time congres¬ 
sional homophobe. 

Now he is departed. Split. 
Blown town. Skedaddled. 

Ironically, it was the law¬ 
maker’s own ambition that 
led to his truncated congres¬ 
sional career. When Califor¬ 
nia Governor Pete Wilson 
nominated a Dannemeyer 
arch-foe, former state legisla¬ 
tor John Seymour (R), to fill 
his old Senate seat in 1990, 
Dannemeyer vowed to exact 
his revenge. 

Dannemeyer had long op¬ 
posed Seymour for his com- 
paritively moderate stances 
on abortion and lesbian and 
gay rights in their shared Or¬ 
ange County base. And view¬ 
ing the appointment as a per¬ 
sonal insult, the anti-gay con¬ 
gressman opted early to chal¬ 
lenge Seymour for his party’s 
nomination in 1992.

Ben Schatz, a nationally 
renowned AIDS and gay civil 
rights attorney, has been ap¬ 
pointed director of the 
American Association of 
Physicians for Human 
Rights, a 700-member group 
of lesbian and gay physicians 
and medical students. 

Schatz, who directed the 
organization’s Medical Exper¬ 
tise Retention Project, a pro¬ 
gram for HIV-positive physi¬ 
cians and health care workers, 
is also the author of presiden¬ 
tial candidate Bill Clinton’s 
AIDS, gay, and lesbian policy 
statements. 


“Lesbian and gay physi¬ 
cians have an enormous 
amount of talent and exper¬ 
tise to contribute to the gay 
and lesbian rights movement 
and to the battle against 
HIV,” Schatz said in a press 
statement. 

With an annual budget of 
of $250,000 from a combina¬ 
tion of membership fees and 
foundation support, AAPHR 
has “very often played a quiet 
national role” in advocating 
about AIDS lesbian and gay 
health care issues with the 
federal government.

Sacto Passes Domestic 
Partner Legislation 


A domestic partners bill 
passed the Sacramento City 
Council by a seven to two 
vote on October 13, covering 
all employees of all employ¬ 
ers in the state capital and 
any contractors doing busi¬ 
ness with the city. 

Those wishing to register 
as domestic partners must file 
a notarized form with the 
city clerk. The partners must 
be unmarried persons 18 years 
of age or older and unrelated 
in any way that would bar 
marriage in California. Nei¬ 
ther partner may be acting 
under duress; and any previ¬ 
ous domestic partner relation¬ 


ship registered with the city 
must have ended over six 
months ago, unless it ended 
in death. 

The effect of the legisla¬ 
tion extends to housing — 
any lease, rental, or real es¬ 
tate agreement that refers to 
“family” will also apply to do¬ 
mestic partners — and em¬ 
ployment: any employers 
with unpaid leave policies 
must extend it to domestic 
partners; it also applies to 
hospitals, which must allow 
“immediate family” access to 
domestic partners.

New Title for Delaney 


The founder of Project In¬ 
form, a leading AIDS advoca¬ 
cy group, is relinquishing his 
title of executive director. 

Martin Delaney, a some¬ 
times controversial figure in 
AIDS medical politics, an¬ 
nounced on October 13 that 
he will continue to work on 
behalf of AIDS treatment is¬ 
sues at Project Inform, but 
will no longer bear his old ti¬ 
tle. He has reportedly said his 
role there will remain largely 
unchanged, but that he will 
assume the title of founding 
director, and make way for a 
new executive director who 
will manage the day to day af¬ 
fairs of the San Francisco of¬ 
fice. 

Project Inform has played 
a prominent role in dissemi¬ 
nating information about new 


and alternative treatments for 
AIDS since the early days of 
the pandemic. Over the last 
few years Delaney has come 
under fire by some AIDS ac¬ 
tivists who perceived a shift 
away from his early, more 
confrontational positions 
against the Food and Drug 
Administration to a more con¬ 
ciliatory stance. Other ac¬ 
tivists have praised him for 
the same shift, believing it 
has helped to bring about 
changes at the agency, includ¬ 
ing the introduction of “fast 
tracking” that gets experimen¬ 
tal drugs into the hands of 
people with life-threatening 
illnesses. 

As of press time, Project 
Inform had not announced 
contender for the executive 
director position. 


Institute Announces 
Study of AIDS 
Dementia Caregivers

The special needs of care¬ 
givers of people with HIV de¬ 
mentia are being studied by a 
Wright Institute doctoral can¬ 
didate in psychology. 

“While there are a number 
of other studies of AIDS care¬ 
givers currently under way, 
I’ve developed this study out 
of the belief that caring at 
home for a loved one with 
AIDS dementia can be partic¬ 
ularly stressful and draining,” 
said Daniel Murphy, M.A. 

The study seeks to inter¬ 
view an estimated 60 care¬ 
givers on a confidential one¬ 
time basis. The hour-long in¬ 
terview will also include the 
completion of a questionaire. 

Once a special needs of 
caregivers of people with HIV 
dementia are more under¬ 
stood, programs and services 
can be created to help them 
meet those needs, Murphy 
said. 

“I decided to conduct the 
study based on my own expe¬ 
rience working with people 
with AIDS dementia as part 
of my training, and by having 
friends who had HTV demen¬ 
tia, and from talking to peo¬ 
ple working in this area,” 
Murphy said. 


Murphy estimated 10 per¬ 
cent of people with AIDS 
may eventually develop 
symptoms of moderate to se¬ 
vere dementia and about 40 
percent develop milder forms 
that include some impairment 
of neurological functioning, 
including mild memory and 
motor problems. 

“One of the [worst] things 
about the dementia is that it 
waxes and wanes; that some 
days a person may be lucid 
and clear and able to plan 
things with a caregiver, and 
other days they may be un¬ 
able to” he said. 

“There are not a lot of ser¬ 
vices for caregivers. There 
was a recent class for care¬ 
givers by the Family Support 
Project that taught a lot of ba¬ 
sic skills that are useful in 
caring for someone with HFV 
dementia, but there may be a 
need for more respite care 
and other areas. I’d like to 
find out what are the areas 
that people feel there are a 
need for more services,” Mur¬ 
phy said.

PROPOSITION 155 VOTE NO 

1992 SCHOOL FACILITIES BOND ACT 

We urge a no vote on this bond issue. For the last five years we 
have had a similar measure on every ballot. Most of these issues 
have passed, and yet they keep coming back to the well for even 
more money. We cannot keep going deeper into debt. The 
'arguments are the same every year: safer schools, earthquake 
preparedness, etc. The state needs real reform in the entire school 
system. We must stop the “band-aid” approach to education. The 
citizens of California deserve better. Vote NO on Proposition 155. 

PROPOSITION 156 VOTE YES 

PASSENGER RAIL AND 
CLEAN AIR BOND ACT 

This bond act would help to supplement the Sweeping Rail Act 
passed by voters in last year’s general election. The state needs 
to get away from auto and highway transportation and get into 
clean air rail service. Rail service will help to increase the mobility 
of persons with disabilities, seniors and others who don’t drive.

The measure would allow mentally competent adults to instruct 
their physicians in writing to provide aid-in-dying upon their 
request when they became terminally ill. The authorization could 
be recalled at any time. We all have had too many of our friends 
die agonizing deaths because no one would help them. 


There is also a growing segment of our com¬ 
munity which is helping people to pass over 
quietly. This would make it unnecessary for the 
people to hide or keep quiet. In this day of pro¬ 
longed artificial life, we feel this is a viable al¬ 
ternative to a life without hope or meaning. We 
have done extensive editorials on this subject 
and we urge your support. Vote YES on Propo¬ 
sition 161. 

PROPOSITION 162 VOTE NO 
PUBLIC EMPLOYEES 
RETIREMENT SYSTEMS 

This would effectively remove any controls 
over rampant abuses in the administrations of 
retirements funds. The bulk of these funds come 
from taxpayers through general funds and pay¬ 
rolls. We should tighten controls on these funds, 
not loosen them. Vote NO on Proposition 162. 

PROPOSITION 163 VOTE YES 
REPEALS TAXATION OF 
CERTAIN FOOD PRODUCTS 

A step in the right direction to remove a stupid 
tax on bottled water, candy bars and myriad 
other items.

KQED Queers 

In your recent editorial supporting Howard Wallace 
in his campaign for election to the Board of Directors 
for KQED, your comments were so selective that we, 
as members of KQED’s Gay and Lesbian Staff 
(G. A.L.S.), felt it important to finish the story for both 
your readers and yourselves. In your editorial, you 
note that “a member of our family — the great lesbian 
and gay family — is running for the board of KQED.” 
Actually, three members of our great queer family are 
running for the board, Wallace, Peter Adair (an in¬ 
dependent film maker whose most recent film, Ab¬ 
solutely Positive, has aired on KQED), and Bill Glenn 
(who has been ser ving on the board and is running 
for reelection this year). Furthermore, your editorial 
seems to imply that queer people at KQED are 
somehow not “public” or active in the organization 
— or out of it, for that matter. This suggestion is not 
only unequivocally false, but also extremely insulting. 

In fact, two of our current board members (both ex¬ 
cellent board members and very pro-active on queer 
issues) are very out gay men who are also quite active 
in the lesbian and gay community. KQED Board 
Member Bill Glenn, who we mentioned was running 
for reelection, has served or is serving on the boards 
of 18th Street Services, SF AIDS Foundation (of 
which he was president], ACLU’s Gay Rights Chapter 
and the National Gay Rights Advocates. KQED Board 
Member Jim Hormel serves on the boards of the 
American Foundation for AIDS Research, 18th Street 
Services, the SF AIDS Emergency Fund and has been 
very active politically on behalf of a number of queer 
issues (and we believe we read in this newspaper that 
he just gave a large grant to the SF Library Founda¬ 
tion for their collection of Lesbian and Gay materials). 
On our 14-member Community Advisory Panel, we 
have one lesbian and two out gay men — Dianne Ben¬ 
jamin, Paul DiDonato and Fred Sonenberg — who 
have all also been very active in the queer community. 

Furthermore, G.A.L.S. not only exists, but are a 
determined group of very loud queersl We are visible 
and active women and men raising our voices in every 
wing of the organization. We are producers, news 
reporters, managers, fundraisers, writers, program¬ 
mers, designers, engineers, accountants — and from 
an assortment of cultural, economic and political 
backgrounds. We are working on a number of issues 
of concern to lesbians and gays both inside and out¬ 
side KQED and have been doing so (and making pro¬ 
gress) for the past four years. If the BA.R. would look 
around, you’d have noted us reach out to our com¬ 
munity (most recently) at a Lesbian and Gay Pride 
Month celebration at KQED, at the Castro Theatre, 
at the Stud bar and even on the corner of 18th 8s 
Castro.

Boycotting An Air Carrier 

The following letter was sent to Customer 
Relations, America West Airlines, Phoenix, 
AZ: 

Over a year ago, after many years of flying on 
America West, I obtained your VISA card through 
Security Pacific Bank in order to obtain frequent flyer 
mile credits on America West when I charge to VISA. 

Recently, Security Pacific Bank was taken over by 
Bank of America. As you are no doubt aware, Bank 
of America is currently embroiled in a dispute with 
the gay and lesbian community over its continued 
funding of the Boy Scouts of America, an organiza¬ 
tion that by refusing to accept gay youth as members 
and perpetrates the myth that being gay is somehow 
in contradiction to what the Boy Scouts and America 
supposedly stand for. 

By working with Bank of America, America West 
allies itself with an organization that supports groups 
that discriminate against gays and lesbians. This is a 
direct affront to all gays and lesbians who fly America 
West. Since you are an employee-owned airline, you 
most surely have a large number of gay men in your 
organization. Working with Bank of America is a slap 
in their face as well. By supporting an organization 
that funds a major group that discriminates against 
us, you send out the message that somehow gays and 
lesbians are less than fully functioning members of 
the larger human society and undeserving of all the 
rights, freedoms and protections due in a just society. 

Bank of America also charges a huge amount of in¬ 
terest on its VISA card. While my other VISA card 
from Household Credit Service charges 15.9 percent, 
BofA charges an unheard of 19.5 percent. And while 
Household Credit Service charges 2 percent interest 
on cash advances, BofA charges 4 percent! 

I urge you to switch your VISA card to a bank such 
as Wells Fargo which does not discriminate against 
gays and lesbians. I also urge you to switch to a bank 
that charges a lower interest rate than Bank of 
America. 

I will be sending a copy of this letter and your re¬ 
ply to several gay publications with large San Fran¬ 
cisco Bay Area and national circulations. This way, 
tens of thousands of potential flyers on America West 
will be informed of your decision. If I don’t hear from 
you in the next few weeks, I’ll simply send the letter 
ahead for publication without benefit of your reply. 
Thank you for your prompt consideration.

Bisexuals, Transgender Community Are 
Protected 

It was erroneously reported in the B.A.R. printed 
after Gov. Pete Wilson signed AB2601, (the “Gay 
Rights Bill”) that the legislation did not protect bisex¬ 
uals or members of the transgender/transsexual com¬ 
munity. I just want to clarify this misunderstanding. 

AB2601 illegalizes job discrimination on the basis 
of “sexual or ientation,” an expression it does not 
define. However, sexual orienation is defined in 
California’s Hat e Crimes Act as “heterosexuality, 
homosexuality and bisexuality.” So AB2601 illegalizes 
job discrimination against bisexuals and heterosex¬ 
uals as well. 

Further, the deliberate omission of any definition 
of “sexual orientation” from AB2601 allows future 
courts or the Labor Commission to extend coverage 
to include, for example, members of the transgender 
community.

Vetoes Mean We're Expendable 

The following letter was sent to Governor 
Pete Wilson; State Capitol, Sacramento, CA: 

Your veto of several recent civil rights bills is a 
tragedy for the many underserved, abused and en¬ 
dangered Californians on whose behalf these rules 
were written. 

AB 3825, the Civil Rights Restoration Act, would 
have done more to protect all citizens of our diverse 
state from discrimination than any bill that has ever 
crossed your desk. That bill passed the legislature 
with the sponsorship of over eighty civil rights groups 
statewide. Your blatantly political veto leaves us even 
worse off than before. Not only does it tell many of 
your constituents that we are considered second-class 
citizens: it reinforces bigotry and sends a chilling 
message of tolerance and acceptability to those who 
perpetrate hate crimes in this state. 

AB 2525, the needle exchange bill, could have pro¬ 
vided an invaluable tool in the struggle against the 
spread of HIV disease and AIDS, particularly in our 
inner cities where it has been most difficult to 
disseminate effective information regarding HIV 
prevention. As has been demonstrated in cities in 
which needle exchange programs operate, no 
measurable increase in IV drug use has been 
associated with these programs. Simply put, needle 
exchange reduces the risk of HIV transmission among 
IV drug users. Because of your veto, those citizens ad¬ 
dicted to IV drug use have become the latest in a series 
of human sacrifices to political expediency and the in¬ 
tolerance of the right wing. 

AB 3019 would have prohibited both employment 
and housing discrimination on the basis of sexual 
orientation. The inclusion of housing protection in this 
bill makes it far superior to AB 2601, the weak and 
basically ineffective lesbian/gay rights bill you sign¬ 
ed in September. 

Your veto of this important legislation has sent 
millions of Californians the message that we are ex¬ 
pendable. We look forward to our next opportunity 
to prove you wrong.

Domestic Violence 

I applaud Rachel Pepper for talking about domestic 
violence in her latest column. She’s correct — it’s hard 
to get people to deal with it. I differ with her statement 
that the problem is necessarily skyrocketing more in 
straight relationships than in queer relationships. We 
have no reliable statistics concerning lesbian/gay male 
domestic violence. Recently there was the shocking 
San Diego case of the man who shot an arrow into his 
sleeping lover’s skull. 

I vividly remember the grief that I suffered in two 
hellish years of an extremely violent relationship. The 
violance that I sustained at the hands of my “lover” 
was only the beginning of my ordeal. The night that 
I lay bleeding from multiple knife wounds in the 
hospital, since no doctor would treat a faggot, was in¬ 
sufferable. Then I couldn’t get any painkillers. They 
told me that they knew what “you people” do with 
drugs. Many gay male friends refused to deal with it. 
Some shared their rape fantasies with me. Others plac¬ 
ed the blame on me for not fettingout of the relation¬ 
ship. Others, from middleclass backgrounds spoke of 
the violence of the underclass. Luckily, I had a few 
female and male feminist friends who helped me 
finally escape his shadow. I didn’t have support 
groups. Then, the crisis lines only served women. 
Now there are some networks of support for gay men 
suffering from domestic violence. 

I will always bear his physical and emotional scars. 
Last year, when I ran into my abuser for the first time 
in fifteen years, the panic and fear returned instant¬ 
ly. Because I carry his shadow over my heart, I find 
the well-intentioned Liz Clairborne ads to be very 
disturbing. I applaud the fact that a company that pro¬ 
fits from women would support a high visibility cam¬ 
paign addressing such an important issue. 
I have a problem with the chosen images. Rachel Pep¬ 
per wrote that the billboards are “a striking sight.” Un¬ 
fortunately, this is true in more than one aspect. I 
consider the Barbara Kruger’s image that instructs 
women to “get out” to be rather insulting to women 
(and men) who are presently suffering abuse. If only 
it were that simple! Where do you go? Are there 
enough well-funded shelters to provide housing for 
all abuse sufferers? Are the police always understan¬ 
ding? Where do gay men go to escape abuse? 

The image with the fist is an emotional assault. Con¬ 
frontation is often an effective tool, but who feels con¬ 
fronted by this image? The Spanish language sign that 
I saw misspelled the first word in the sign, thereby 
dulling its impact. 

October is Stop Domestic Violence Month. Maybe 
the B.A.R. could do a feature article on this issue dur¬ 
ing October, with listings of resources for lesbians and 
gay men. Women, Inc. has created high visibility win¬ 
dow displays for Modern Times, Old Wives Tales and 
A Different Light bookstores. To others who suf¬ 
fer/suffered violence at the hands of those we love, 
remember, survival is the best revenge.

Proposition 161

Earlier in the summer one 
voluntary collection was taken and sent to the cam¬ 
paign. Hopefully, we will be talking to our people 
about the universally held commandment “Thou shalt 
not kill”.) 

The Roman Catholic Church is ... opening up 
their massive treasures and coin coffers in dioceses 
all over California to help defeat the initiative ...” 

(Not one penny of Church money is going to the 
campaign). 

When we get through that, we come to the crux: to 
support or not support Proposition 161. 

Our position is quite clear: we simply do not have 
the right to take innocent life. “Thou shalt not kill.” 
This is not the invention of the Roman Catholic 
Church. There is not a single religion or nation in the 
world that allows euthanasia. 

Your hatred of and anger with the Catholic Church 
is getting in your way of truth and reason. I could not 
believe a gay paper would endorse Proposition 161! 

Are you getting tired of treating your brothers and 
sisters who have AIDS? What message are you sen¬ 
ding to these beautiful men and women? 

We now have all kinds of pain relief available for 
those suffering terminal diseases; pain is not the issue. 
Love and compassion is the issue. The discourage¬ 
ment of the hundreds with AIDS that I have attend¬ 
ed is whether they are a burden on others, not whether 
they want to live, to hope for a cure. 

You must know that you are playing into the reac¬ 
tionary forces of efficiency and their determination 
to reduce medical costs. 

You may not like the position of our Church on 
many things and I would hope that we could find a 
way to discuss those differences with reason and love, 
but this is one piece of reactionary bait that I hope the 
gay community does not swallow.

I choose not to think of 
myself in such self-deprecating terms as “queer” 
anyways, but I am a part of the gay community that 
is not going to go away and I am tired of having the 
streets and walls of the neighborhood I am most com¬ 
fortable in, trashed with materials that attempt to 
make me feel like a pariah in my own community. 
(Also, to top it off, this event doesn’t even occur in the 
Castro at all, but at some bar called the 11th Hour 
down on Market Street — so the neighborhood g;ets 
trashed with advertising junk that doesn’t even bring 
more business to it.) 

I know the Republican Party’s platform has some 
problems now with gay issues, but who do you think 
can change that — ACT UP? If this trashing and ex¬ 
ploitation of the Castro continues, I may form a group 
called SWEEP-UP (Sick With Exploitative, Political¬ 
ly Uncivil Polluter), and call for a boycott of every 
business and organization that advertises this way.

Kinder and Gentler Than Whom? 



With his reelection cam¬ 
paign still lagging in the polls, 
and defeat looking more 
probable every day, George 
Bush, who once labeled him¬ 
self the “kinder, gentler” pres¬ 
ident, has decided that the 
only way he can possibly win 
is to turn his campaign nega¬ 
tive. Election day looms less 
than three weeks away, and 
with all else failing, the pres¬ 
ident has taken to attacking 
Bill Clinton’s patriotism. In 
other words, when all else 
fails, try the low road and 
suggest your opponent is 
somehow unAmerican. 

In Red-baiting reminiscent 
of McCarthyism, Bush has 
questioned Clinton’s “involve¬ 
ment in anti-Vietnam War” 
demonstrations. To impugn 
Clinton’s patriotism because 
25 years ago, as a 22-year-old 
college student, he opposed 
our involvement in a war is 
not only cowardly of the pres¬ 
ident, it’s downright dema- 
goguish. Although Bush, ex¬ 
plaining away the actions of 
some Republican friends now 
serving in Congress, once con¬ 
ceded that decent, principled 
people could easily take ei¬ 
ther side of the Vietnam con¬ 
troversy — it’s worth point¬ 
ing out that of all the Repub¬ 
licans now serving in both the 
House and U.S. Senate, less 
than six served in Vietnam, 
while several dozen evaded it 
in one fashion or another — 
now he would like to make 
Clinton’s position an issue of 
“Americanism.” After once 
claiming the Vietnam War 
should be “left alone” as an is¬ 
sue in a campaign a quarter 
of a century later, Bush seems 
to want to make one’s posi¬ 
tion on the war some kind of 
litmus test of patriotism and 
fitness for high office. 

In an interview last week, 
Bush even went so far as to 
suggest something sinister of 
the fact that Clinton, while a 
student at Oxford in England, 
visited Moscow with a group 
of other students. Millions of 
Americans, at home and 
abroad, demonstrated against 
the Vietnam War, a dirty con¬ 
flict we should have never en¬ 
gaged in, and thousands of 
Americans visited the Soviet 
Union during the ’60s. Are all 
of them “Commie sympathiz¬ 
ers” as well? 

George is trying desperate¬ 
ly to live up to his own cam¬ 
paign pledge of doing “what¬ 
ever it takes to win re-elec¬ 
tion,” knowing that with the 
Cold War Over (depriving the 
Republicans of their favorite 
campaign issue) he must turn 
negative to overturn all the 
polls that show him soon be¬ 
coming a one-term president. 
Red-baitingBill Clinton won’t 
work and the Republicans 
(except for Bush) know it. 

Only last week, Admiral 
William Crowe, former chair¬ 
man of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff under both Reagan and 
Bush, said he was “very dis¬ 
tressed” at Bush’s remarks 
and his questioning of Bill 
Clinton’s patriotism. “I strong¬ 
ly resent the implication that 
any candidate or any party, 
any political party, has a 
monopoly on patriotism; I can 
testify from my own life and 
my own service, it is simply 
not true,” Crow said. 

Bush seems to be learning 
too late in the campaign that 
the public is tired of negative 
campaigning and wants to 
hear the candidates’ plans for 
the economic crisis, the AIDS 


epidemic, the lack of a decent 
medical system, crime, and 
other domestic problems. In¬ 
stead of Clinton-bashing, 
Bush could be pointing out 
that his administration could 
take credit for ending the 
Cold War, the fall of Commu¬ 
nism, confronting Saddam 
Hussein, etc. If, that is, he has 
the courage tc talk about the 
failures of his administration 
as well. 

Red-baiting is the move of 
a desperate politician; George 
and his political handlers 
know that, but they apparent¬ 
ly believe it is the only prayer 
they have. What should be a 
campaign of ideas and pro¬ 
grams has become one that 
Bush has taken into the mud 
hole. The American people, 
and certainly gay and lesbian 
Americans, deserve better 
from their president. We 
must elect Clinton and Gore 
on November 3 and send the 
anti-gay Bush-Quayle ticket 
into deserved retirement.

Sure he’s a hypocrite: after 
appointing Mary Fisher, a 
prominent Republican AIDS 
activists to replace basketball 
great Magic Johnson to the 
National Commission on 
AIDS last week, the president 
allowed Ms. Fisher to ‘pin’ 
him with the symbolic red 
AIDS ribbon as he was rush¬ 
ing for a plane, which White 
House aides made sure the 
press photographed: when the 
“kinder, gentler” president 
got off the plane three hours 
later, the red ribbon was no¬ 
ticeably gone; Barbara Bush 
pulled the same trick during 
prime time television at the 
GOP National Convention. 

And if you’re a San Fran¬ 
cisco politician, it doesn’t get 
much better than Bill Man- 
del’s column in the Sunday 
Examiner when, in praising 
her plan to solve the city’s 
economic woes, he starts off 
by saying, “If fate is kind to 
San Francisco, someday Car¬ 
ole Migden will be mayor of 
this town.” (Take this guy to 
lunch, Carole.) And incidental¬ 
ly, I think Migden is one of 
the hardest workers at City 
Hall myself. What the hell, it 
looks like every other politico 
plans to run against Frank 
Jordan the next time around, 
so why not Carole as well?

A gathering of over 10,000 
gays, lesbians and other Ore¬ 
gonians opposed to the Ore¬ 
gon Citizens Alliance-spon¬ 
sored Ballot Measure 9 over¬ 
flowed Portland’s Pioneer 
Courthouse Square October 4 
to rally against the measure. 
Speaker after speaker drove 
home the message that those 


held in the history of Pioneer 
Courthouse Square. 

All of Oregon’s U.S. sena¬ 
tors and representatives pub¬ 
licly oppose Measure 9, as do 
many of those in the state leg¬ 
islature and Oregon county 
and city governments. 

A recent KATU-TV state¬ 
wide poll reported about 60 
percent against Measure 9, 
with 30 percent in favor, and 
ten percent undecided. Rural 
Oregon is much more conser¬ 
vative than Portland or Eu¬ 
gene, but there is an estab¬ 
lished tradition of strong inde¬ 
pendence and a live-and-let- 
live attitude in the state. 

The measure has stirred 
up gay bashing by extremist 
right-wing elements in the 
state. A lesbian and a gay 
man were recently murdered 
when trapped in a fire in 
Salem caused by a Molotov 
cocktail allegedly tossed by a 
skinhead. The suspect has 
been arrested. 

Gay activist Scott Seibert, 
leader of the anti-Measure 9 
organization, OUTPAC (Ore¬ 
gonians United Together Po¬ 
litical Action Committee) in 
Eugene, was forced to beef 
up security at his home after 
a burglary of the OUTPAC 
home office resulted in loss of 
money, records and names of 
contributors. This was fol¬ 
lowed by a rock thrown 
through his window with a 
death threat message attached 
to it. 

The Metropolitan Commu¬ 
nity Church in Portland was 
recently burglarized and files 
containing the names and ad¬ 
dresses of all its gay and les¬ 
bian parishioners were stolen. 
A Hillsboro Catholic church 
was defaced with anti-gay 
graffiti, after the parish priest 
publicly opposed Measure 9 
at a community meeting. 

As one longtime Portland 
resident (non-gay) said, “Ore¬ 
gon has always been known 
for its tolerance, diversity and 
kindness. This is new to us, 
and we are hurt and baffled.”

The ACLU of Oregon calls 
Measure 9 “an attempt to 
deny an entire group of Ore¬ 
gonians basic civil rights.” 
The organization believes the 
measure, if passed, would be 
eventually declared unconsti¬ 
tutional by the U.S. Supreme 
Court, but “could take years 
of litigation.” 

The No on 9 Campaign 
has raised $922,000 so far, 
with more money still coming 
in. Contributors included 
Roseanne and Tom Arnold 
($5,000) and Gus Van Sant 
($1,500). The OCA, through its 
No Special Rights PAC, has 
raised $178,000. 

In an unusual move for a 
moderate business group, the 
Portland Metropolitan Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce decided to 
oppose Measure 9, as top 
business leaders in the city 
fear an enormous economic 
backlash against the state if 
the measure passes. They cite 
what happened to tourism 
and convention business in 
Arizona after that state re¬ 
fused to allow a paid state 
holiday honoring Martin 


in the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity in Oregon are “fight¬ 
ing for our lives.” 

Bob Hattoy, a Clinton cam¬ 
paign staffer and PWA who 
spoke at the Democratic con¬ 
vention, read a statement 
from Clinton opposing Mea¬ 
sure 9. Hattoy’s speech re¬ 
ceived some of the loudest 
cheers at the three-hour rally. 
The rally was the largest ever

Oregon’s tourism industry 
revenue amounted to $2.75 
billion in 1990, about half 
spent in the Portland metro¬ 
politan area. Oregon Gover¬ 
nor Barbara Roberts, who has 
compared the OCA’s tactics 
to those of Nazi Germany, 
worries that passage of the 
measure would seriously im¬ 
pact the Oregon Trail Cele¬ 
bration that is expected to 
bring in three million tourists 
next year. “Don’t count on 
three million visitors if Mea¬ 
sure 9 passes,” she said. 

Roberts also said in a let¬ 
ter to those who praised her 
opposition to Measure 9: 
“This destructive ballot mea¬ 
sure is a betrayal of the best 
in Oregon — that part in all 
of us that is optimistic and 
generous, fair and compas¬ 
sionate. I believe in an Oregon 
whose plain common sense 
says we’re better than Mea¬ 
sure 9, an Oregon that chooses 
to use its collective energy to 
bring Oregonians together, 
not tear them apart.” 

Other organizations, com¬ 
panies and individuals oppos¬ 
ing Measure 9 include U.S. 
Bancorp, Associated Oregon 
Industries (a state business 
lobbying group), the Portland 
chapters of the American Jew¬ 
ish Committee, American 
Medical Assn, and American 
Library Assn., several major 
Portland real estate firms, 
Michael Powell (owner of 
Powell’s Books), Portland’s 
African-American ministers, 
Oregon Roman Catholic 
Archbishop William J. Leva¬ 
da, former Oregon Governor 
Neil Goldschmidt, the Rev¬ 
erend Jesse Jackson, and all 
the state’s major newspapers, 
including The Oregonian. 

The Oregonian stated in a 
recent editorial that “the pri¬ 
mary reasons to defeat Mea¬ 
sure 9 are ethical and moral. 
But don’t ignore the reality 
that a political mugging will 
produce an economic disaster 
reaching into every communi¬ 
ty in the state.” 

Fundraising efforts by the 
No on 9 Campaign have been 
extremely successful, includ¬ 
ing a September auction that 
brought in about $90,000, and 
“Dine Against 9” that raised 
about $25,000. 

In the final month before 
the November 3 election, the 
No on 9 Campaign is running 
TV ads produced by Pacey 
Markman of Zimmerman & 
Zimmerman, apolitical adver¬ 
tising firm in San Diego, Cal¬ 
ifornia. 

The spots attempt to ex¬ 
plain to Oregon citizens that 
the true issue involved with 
Measure 9 is one of civil 
rights and equality, not “spe¬ 
cial rights” as constantly re¬ 
peated by OCA Chairman 
Lon Mabon, Pat Robertson 
and their supporters in the re¬ 
ligious right. 

Film director and Portland 
resident Gus Van Sant [My 
Own Private Idaho, Even 
Cowgirls Get the Blues and 
next year’s The Mayor of Cas¬ 
tro Street) has helped with 
fundraising events for Port¬ 
land’s No on 9 Campaign, 
and has personally donated 
$1,500. In accepting the 
ACLU Foundation of Ore¬ 
gon’s 1992 Freedom of Ex¬ 
pression Award September 
29, Van Sant said that “until 
this year it didn’t occur to me 
as much about how precious 
an artist’s freedom of expres¬ 
sion is, because this year — 
more than any other year — 
we’ve come up against politi¬ 
cal forces that challenge that 
freedom of expression.” ▼ 
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Oregon Lesbians 
Terrorized by Bigots, 
Forced To Flee

DOUGLAS COUNTY, 
Oregon — Seven women are 
huddled together for safety in 
the remote Oregon farmhouse 
when gunfire shatters the 
night peace. One of their 
number is outside and is, ob¬ 
viously, in grave danger. A 
woman grabs a shotgun, goes 
outside, and fires into the air. 
The attackers flee and the 
night sounds of the crickets 
and frogs begin to throb again 
in the night. 

Scenes from a movie in a 
new terrorist/horror genre? 
No. It is the new reality for 
lesbians and gays in Douglas 
County, Oregon. 

If the Christian Coalition’s 
Ballot Measure 9 initiative 
passes in November, that real¬ 
ity will be the same for all 
lesbians and gays in the state 
of Oregon. A similar initia¬ 
tive, also sponsored by right- 
wing religious groups, is on 
the ballot in Colorado. It’s all 
too possible that by Novem¬ 
ber it will be legal to 
discriminate against lesbians 
and gay men. Jobs and hous¬ 
ing will no longer be safe. 
Landlords will be subject to 
pressure to evict gay and les¬ 
bian tenants. All mention of 
them will be obliterated in 
books, schools, libraries and 
other institutions. All access 
to fight back is blocked by 
the wording of the initiatives. 
The time and resources of the 
gay and lesbian community 
will be engaged in appealing 
the initiative to higher courts 
— if they can. 

The homophobic rhetoric 
and hate campaign that has 
been engaged to ensure pas¬ 
sage of the Oregon initiative 
has awakened a companion 
force: violence. Some ob¬ 
servers expect the violence 
against lesbians and gays to 
escalate as Election Day draws 
near. Already the No on 9 of¬ 
fice has been vandalized re¬ 
peatedly. A gay man from 
Oregon who appeared on the 
Phil Donahue Show returned 
home to a ruined apartment. 
The gunfire in Douglas Coun¬ 
ty was the culmination of 
months-long harassment and 
terrorist tactics against a 
womyns’ commune on Wom- 
ynsland, a farm in southern 
Oregon. 

Womynsland is owned by 
lesbians, two of whom are 
Jewish; one of the Jewish 
women, Ruth, is also disabled 
and a person of color. Other 
women who share the proper¬ 
ty live in outlying cabins. 
They have a truck, a garden 
for food and barter, and are 
craftspeople and artisans. 
They live peacefully and sim¬ 
ply, with no electricity or run¬ 
ning water except in the main 
house. 

The hate campaign started 
on July 18 when two large 
sticks and a number seven 
pool ball were found inexpli¬ 
cably stuffed into the rural 
mailbox a mile and a half 
from the main house. On July 
27 a note in the mailbox read, 
“Lezzy Queer Nigger-Jews 
Die Young!!” The note was 
made with a stencil and red 
marker, with a strange smiley 
face design and swastikas all 
over it. 


One of the women, only 
willing to be identified as 
M.M., told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, “From that day on 
there were daily harassments 
and threats — calls to the 
house and signs of them com¬ 
ing closer and closer to the 
house. The area is very re¬ 
mote, isolated, there are no 
houses and neighbors near¬ 
by. Some women were fol¬ 
lowed down the road by a 
truck — a friend who came to 
visit and give support was fol¬ 
lowed home and found her 
headlights smashed the fol¬ 
lowing morning.” 

The second note in the 
mailbox said, “Hey Nigger- 
Jew We Are Coming To Get 
You!!! We Are [swastika] 
Power. We Are Watching 
YOU!!!” As with the other 
notes it was illustrated with

swastikas and the eerie little 
smiley face. 

M.M. said, “We reported 
the written threats and the 
telephone calls to the local po¬ 
lice. But one of the officers 
was of the opinion that the 
threats possibly came from ‘a 
rejected lesbian.’ That kind of 
thinking really made us feel 
even more isolated and un¬ 
safe. We weren’t sure about 
confiding in anyone because 


the system seemed to be 
stacked against us.” M.M. 
doesn’t know whether local 
police reported the death 
threats received in the mail¬ 
box to the postal authorities 
or whether reports were 
made to the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation based on civil 
rights violations. 

“Then a third death threat 
was left on the road closer to 
the house and after the fourth 


death threat was found they 
painted a swastika on the 
door of the farmhouse,” M.M. 
said. 

At 9:20 p.m. on the night 
of August 3 the women heard 
noises in the dark and banded 
together in the farmhouse. 
More noises and yells were 
heard from the wooded area 
bordering the road. At 9:30 
p.m., unable to stand the

Shanti Honoree Tells of Living 
With AIDS and Helping Others

Kevin Brooks is a tall, 
thin, black man with a deep 
voice, a hearty laugh, and an 
affable demeanor. He is 34 
years old and has been living 
with AIDS for six years. 

When asked why he thinks 
he’s being honored by Shanti 
Project at their annual dinner 
on October 15, he at first an¬ 
swers, “I’m told its for my 
community activism,” and 
then somewhat modestly 
launches into a description of 
the impressive AIDS activism 
work he’s done in the past six 
years. 

Brooks says he first got in¬ 
volved in the fight against 
AIDS through radio, by pro¬ 
ducing a 13-week series 
for KALX in Berkeley called 
“Colors of AIDS” about the 
response of the African Amer¬ 
ican, Latino, Asian American, 
and Native American commu¬ 
nities to AIDS. The series 
was nominated for a Califor¬ 
nia Medical Association 
award. 

The show put him in con¬ 
tact with a broad array of 
AIDS activists, and from 
there he “just sort of fell into” 
AIDS community work, by 
“being here and there at the 
right time.” 

A few years later, he be¬ 
came instrumental in starting 
BAHSES, Bay Area HIV 
Support and Education Ser¬ 
vices, through which he creat¬ 
ed a program of support 
groups, follow-up support, 
and transportation services 
for people living with HIV. 
Though the group focused on 
communities of color, “if you 
needed help, we’d help you. 
We didn’t turn anybody 
away.” 

While he’s been busy help¬ 
ing others who are living with 
HIV for the past six years, 
Brooks says that the fact that 
he has HIV is something he 
deals with on a daily basis. 

“It ain’t no crystal stair. It’s 
a constant test. It’s hard, very 
hard,” he describes. “You have 
a lot of emotions that come 
out, lots of fears, realizing 
there is no control, that you 
have no control. It’s very ter¬ 
rifying. 

“It’s made me re-evaluate 
myself, my life — put things 
in priority. What’s important 


for me to accomplish • in the 
time I have? 

“There’s not a morning I 
wake up I don’t know I have 
HIV, a night I go to bed I 
don’t know I have HIV. It’s 
not something you can put 
aside, forget about, pretend 
isn’t there. Even when I’m 
out there smiling, educating 
people, there’s always a shad¬ 
ow that reminds me,” he says. 

“Living with HIV has 
taught Kevin a whole lot 
about Kevin. I just don’t lie to 
myself anymore. I don’t have 
time for social games. Time is 
something I’m always aware 
of. Time is always a factor. 

“I have a terminal disease. 
I don’t know when I’m going. 
I just know I am and there’s 
nothing anyone can do about 
it. So what do you do? What 
other alternative do I have 
but to keep on living? So 
while I’m living am I going to 
sit around and be depressed 
or am I going to do some¬ 
thing? 

“Then you turn around 
and you have people who do 
care, who support you, who 
tell you you are worth some¬ 
thing. Once you get past wal¬ 
lowing in your self-pity, 
which we all do, you begin 
listening to those people, you 
begin to be affirmed, you be¬ 
gin to be proud of who you 
are, and you find out a lot 
about yourself. 

“It’s very important to me 
that I be remembered. I want 
people to remember Kevin. I 
think that wish has a lot to do 
with why I got involved with 
AIDS work and why I’m an 
AIDS activist now. Why 


when I’m in pain I still go out 
and do things.” 

Aside from serving on the 
board of directors of the Na¬ 
tional Task Force on AIDS 
Prevention, Brooks has re¬ 
cently focused his energy on a 
show he developed called 
“Rap City — a Safe Time in 
Sex. Town,” which is “about 
being black, gay, HIV posi¬ 
tive, and having AIDS.” The 
conglomeration of rap songs, 
poetry, and dialogue, which is 
aimed at young black men, is 
performed for audiences 
around the Bay Area by a 
five-man group (including 
Brooks) called Knowledge in 
Motion. 

“I hope young brothers 
will stop and listen. It’s a 
medium they’re in tune with,” 
Brooks says. He adds that the 
songs, which hit on topics 
ranging from self-esteem to 
negotiation of safer sex, to 
loss of loved ones, have re¬ 
ceived a “great response.” 

In addition to the radio 
show, BAHSES, the National 
Task Force on AIDS Preven¬ 
tion, and Rap City, Brooks 
points to something much 
less formal as one of his most 
important ways of helping 
people: 

“I somehow became an ear 
for people, without me having 
to say, ‘Hey, I’m HIV posi¬ 
tive.’ I guess I just seem like a 
good person to talk to. I do 
care a lot. My philosophy has 
always been if I can help one 
person with HIV get to the 
point of accepting themselves, 
if I could get one brother to 
stop before intercourse to put 
on a rubber, then I’m success¬ 
ful. That’s my drive.” ▼

stress any longer, Ruth 
grabbed a rifle and left the 
house to investigate. Six shots 
were fired at her by three 
men standing in the trees. All 
missed. Ruth fired her rifle at 
the muzzle flashes in the dark 
but peace did not prevail un¬ 
til the authoritative boom of 
the shotgun was heard. The 
noise provided Ruth with 
enough cover to get back to 
the house. 

“We packed our things 
right then,” M.M. said, “and 
we left books and everything 
and just fled for our lives.” 

The women went to a 
“safe house” in Roseburg, 
Oregon. A few hours later 
they found a note telling 
them they had been traced. 
Again they fled, this time to 


Eugene, Oregon. Again they 
were traced; a note slipped 
under the door of their refuge 
read, “You Are Dead Jew 
Bitch!!! We Are [swastika] 
Power.” Again they fled, this 
time to the Bay'Area where 
some remain in hiding. 

Currently at the farm, 
friends have taken residence 
and are mounting a 24-hour 
security presence. But the 
women need help and money.

Whoopi Blasts 
Colorado Hate Campaign

Movie and TV star 
Whoopi Goldberg has issued 
a national mailing targeting 
the referendum that would 
amend Colorado’s Constitu¬ 
tion to mandate discrimina¬ 
tion against gays and lesbians. 

Coloradans will vote 
November 3 on the question, 
“Shall there be an amend¬ 
ment to Article II of the Col¬ 
orado Constitution to prohibit 
the state of Colorado and any 
of its political subdivisions 
from adopting qr enforcing 
any law or policy which pro¬ 
vides that homosexual, les¬ 
bian or bisexual orientation, 
conduct, or relationships con¬ 
stitutes or entitles a person to 
claim any minority or protect¬ 
ed status, quota preferences, 
or claim of discrimination.” 

The amendment would 
void anti-discrimination laws 
in Aspen, Boulder and Den¬ 
ver and forbid passage of any 
new ones. 

“I’ve never heard of such a 
thing!” Goldberg wrote from 
her Los Angeles office. “Try¬ 
ing to constitutionally deny 
rights rather than protect 
rights. Trying to dehumanize 
people. And in beautiful Col¬ 
orado.” 

Goldberg, blamed Amend¬ 
ment 2 on “shrewd, Southern 
California businessmen who 
know how to make a buck for 
their cause. They go on televi-

sion,” she said, “and sound 
the financial alarm: The ho¬ 
mosexuals are coming, the 
homosexuals are coming! 
Send money to Reverend 
Lou Sheldon and he’ll make 
them go away.’ What is 
America coming to?” Gold¬ 
berg asked. 

A spokesman for Colorado 
for Family Values, the group 
that collected the signatures 
to place the question on the 
ballot, claims gays are pro¬ 
tected by the U.S. Constitu¬ 
tion and do not need “special 
rights.” 

But, in fact, no federal 
laws protect gays from being 


fired or evicted from apart¬ 
ments or public places just be¬ 
cause someone does not like 
their sexual orientation. And 
the numerous cities and seven 
states that have enacted so- 
called gay rights laws do not 
extend “special” rights to gays 
—they grant them only the 
same discrimination protec¬ 
tions as women, blacks, Jews 
and many other “minorities.” 

Fighting the family values 
group is Equal Protection 
Campaign (EPOC), which has 
been endorsed by Governor 
Roy Romer, Denver Mayor 
Wellington Webb and tennis 
star Martina Navratilova, 
among others. EPOC fought 
off a right-wing attempt to re¬ 
peal Denver’s gay protections 
last year. (A fund has been es¬ 
tablished to help EPOC buy 
TV time to counter CFV’s 
“no special rights” ads; it is lo¬ 
cated at P.O. Box 300476, 
Denver, Colorado 80203. 
Phone (303) 839-5540.) 

Oregonians also will vote 
November 3 on whether to 
ban civil rights for gays, 
while citizens of Portland, 
Maine, will decide whether to 
kill their new gay-rights law. 
If any of the three ballot ini¬ 
tiatives succeeds—and all 
three are close calls at press 
time—the Christian right is 
expected to launch this new 
tactic everywhere voters are 
allowed to amend the state 
constitution or overrule law¬ 
makers. ▼

'Mayor of Castro St.' Director 
Van Sant Honored in Oregon

Film director Gus Van 
Sant (My Own Private Idaho, 
Drugstore Cowboy) received 
the second annual Freedom 
of Expression Award from 
the ACLU Foundation of 
Oregon at a reception Sep¬ 
tember 29 at the Portland Art 
Museum. Van Sant was hon¬ 
ored as part of the ACLU’s 
ongoing “Uncensored Cele¬ 
bration” that has included dis¬ 
plays on book censorship in 
many Oregon libraries. 

Portland ACLU Associate 
Director Janet Arenz said that 
Van Sant was chosen because 
“Gus has chosen to deal with 
subjects that are sometimes 
difficult to deal with, and he 
has given up commercial 
goals in order to produce his 
work and maintain artistic in¬ 
tegrity.” 

In presenting the award, 


City Commissioner Mike 
Lindberg said that “freedom 
of speech is a powerful free¬ 
dom, and the freedom to be a 
creator. Freedom of speech is 
empowering, which is why 
those in power often fear it.” 

Lindberg added that great 
artistic creativity is “some¬ 
times accomplished by break¬ 
ing rules, challenging the 
powers that be and violating 
taboos.” This is what Van 
Sant does in his art, Lindberg 
said. 

Van Sant called the award 
“quite an honor.” The shy and 
soft-spoken director said that 
“until this year it didn’t occur 
to me as much about how 
precious an artist’s freedom 
of expression is, because this 
year—more than any other 
year—we’ve come up against 
political forces [the OCA] that 
challenge that freedom of ex¬ 
pression.” 


“In trying to create my 
works,” he said, “I’ve always 
just had a good time in doing 
whatever I wanted to do, and 
never felt any pressure from 
the outside.” 

He closed by saying that 
“I’ll continue making my 
films and if there are any bat¬ 
tles to be fought, we’ll fight 
them together.” 

Van Sant has been direct¬ 
ing Even Cowgirls Get the 
BJ[ues in Portland, and is set 
to direct the Warner Bros, 
major film about the late Har¬ 
vey Milk, The Mayor of Cas¬ 
tro Street, next year in San 
Francisco. Van Sant and 
Lindberg co-hosted a Septem¬ 
ber 26 “Dine Against 9” after- 
dinner party at a downtown 
Portland loft that raised addi¬ 
tional funds for the No on 9 
campaign. Van Sant person¬ 
ally donated $1,500. ▼

recognized and respected by 
the entire Native community. 
They used the spotlight to ed¬ 
ucate fellow Natives about 
the original role of Two Spir¬ 
it People in tribal societies 
and to accelerate the process 
of return to the Sacred Hoop. 

Gay people in Native 
tribes were traditionally con¬ 
sidered to have both male 
and female aspects, a special 
talent that allowed them to 
see both perspectives, and 
even serve as the go-between 
in heterosexual relationships. 
The gift made Two Spirits 
the spiritual healers in the 
tribe. They were also highly 
honored as psychics and 
prophets. 

“Gay people were involved 
in tribal societies. At one time 
we were shamans, healers, 
and keepers of crafts, reli¬ 
gious, and spiritual things. It 
wasn’t a taboo to have sex 
with the same sex, it made 
you gifted. We were like vi¬ 


sionaries,” Gibson said. “Our 
voice in the march was to let 
people know that we had an 
important role — to re-edu¬ 
cate even our own people that 
the Europeans brought reli¬ 
gious persecution which 
pushed back a lot of the tradi¬ 
tional culture. Even today 
people have distorted feelings 
about gays in tribes.” 

“Two Spirit People are 
coming together again with 
the rest of the Native commu¬ 
nity and beginning to be em¬ 
braced again as it was origi¬ 
nally. When people came to 
this land and started killing 
people something broke in 
the Sacred Hoop and now it’s 
time to bring it back together. 
The elders are realizing that 
in order to be whole again we 
need to bring Two Spirit Peo¬ 
ple into the foie of healing 
and respect,” Youngblood ex¬ 
plained.

“The reason they asked us 
to march with them was they 
said they really admired the 
fact that we’re working to set 
up an Indian Center,” Bill 
Gibson, an active member of 
Gay American Indians, ex¬ 
plained. “They wanted to 
honor us by placing us right 
behind the drum. We were 
flattered by their request.” 

Gibson said that the Indian 
Center of All Nations is being 
developed primarily by Gay 
American Indians for the ben¬ 
efit of the entire Native Bay 
Area community. The group 
is in the process of forming 
the non-profit organization 
and raising funds to establish 
the center. They envision the 
space as a resource center, 
with job and housing refer¬ 
rals, activities for youth, a 
talking circle for spiritual 
healing, and much more. 

“It will be about health 
and recovery. So much power 
and strength can come from 
people having a place to go. 
The more it gets going, the 
stronger it’s going to be. It 
has already touched a lot of 
people,” Youngblood said. 

The 40-person group was 
also impressed by the fact 
that AIM worked to get six 
wheelchairs for the Two Spir¬ 
it contingent of the march. 

“It was a highlight to have 
PWA’s and the disabled com¬ 
munity marching with us,” 
said Randy Burns, one of the 
founders of Gay American In¬ 
dians. 

“I’m disabled. It felt really 
wonderful that somebody pro¬ 
vided for that. It felt really 
good to be able to do the 
march,” Youngblood said.

“We’re dealing directly 
with the U.N. Human Rights 
Commission,” says Kim Grit- 
tner, the project’s coordinator. 

Grittner says the measure 
violates civil rights amend¬ 
ments to the U.N.’s 1948 
Charter, as well as human 
rights “in so many ways, in¬ 
cluding the right to assembly, 
and the right to free employ¬ 
ment. It just sets up a climate 
of fear and hatred.” 

The HRC, headquartered 
in Geneva, Switzerland, relies 
on non-governmental organi¬ 
zations to track human rights 
abuses and bring them to the

attention of the group. 

Gritnner says that since 
the United States is a mem¬ 
ber of the international orga¬ 
nization, Queer Planet will 
file a complaint against the 
State of Oregon if the mea¬ 
sure passes. 

“It’s state supported terror¬ 
ism. It’s not legal and the 
state should have struck it 
down before it ever got on 


the ballot. For the state allow 
the measure on the ballot 
adds validation. In California, 
when Lou Sheldon attempted 
to sponsor something similar, 
the state easily proved it was 
not valid. 

The California State Court 
of Appeal ruled earlier this 
year that a similar measure in 
Riverside, California, also 
placed on the ballot as an ini¬ 
tiative by fundamentalists, vi¬ 
olated equal protection claus¬ 
es of the state Constitution. 

“We just received the pro¬ 
posed Oregon legislation and 
we’re writing a critical report 
about it,” Grittner told the 
Bay Area Reporter, adding 
that he expects the U.N. to 
take the complaint seriously. 

“It’s fair to note that up un¬ 
til this year, the U.N. heard 
no complaints about gay and 
lesbian human rights viola¬ 
tions. Amnesty International 
only recently voted to begin 
to investigate these viola¬ 
tions,” Grittner said. 

The group will sponsor a 
public forum about its work 
and global communication 
strategies on October 27 at 
7:30 p.m. at New College, lo¬ 
cated at 50 Fell Street. For

An estimated 5,000 people 
gathered on October 11 to 
mark 500 Years of Resistance 
by indigenous people against 
the legacy of Columbus. 

The crowd began forming 
early that morning at Aquatic 
Park, where dozens of speak¬ 
ers addressed the history of 
Native peoples, the ongoing 
fight against colonialism, the 
formation and purpose of 
AIM (the American Indian 
Movement), and the legal bat¬ 
tles of Leonard Peltier and 
Norma Jean Croy (two Native 
political prisoners in the U.S., 
the latter of whom is a les¬ 
bian). 

“There’s no way to get 
around what [Columbus has] 
done to us and what this day 
means to us,” said one speak¬ 
er. “His was the first assault 
of the European invasion of 


the indigenous peoples of 
North, Central, and South 
America. We’ve been called 
savages, heathens, redskins. 
Whenever we resisted we 
were called renegades and 
when captured we were 
called prisoners of war. The 
U.S. government declared 54 
official wars against Native 
people. America, you should 
be ashamed of yourself.” 

The gathering began a 
march that afternoon, in 
which lesbian and gay Native 
people, or Two Spirit People, 
who have been instrumental 
in Native organizing in San 
Francisco, were honored by 
being placed directly behind 
AIM. 

“One of the things that felt 
really good was working 
closely with AIM and getting 
that respect,” said Julia 
Youngblood, a Native, 
African, and Irish lesbian.

Wanted: 

Fifty Different Men

When a guy retires, the 
rest of his life is heavily influ¬ 
enced by two factors particu¬ 
larly: the amount his vocation¬ 
al life has shaped his identity 
and the complex of support 
systems he has developed. 
Add homosexuality or bisex¬ 
uality into that complex, and 
a gay affirmative attitude, if 
he has been able to develop 
one, is an additional determi¬ 
nant for his happiness beyond 
his work life. 

That situation is what 
Ph.D. candidate David Coon, 
34, is exploring in an indepen¬ 
dent study of gay retired men 
— or those contemplating re¬ 
tirement — at Stanford. 
Coon is currently recruiting 
participants in a confidential 
interviewing program that 
will gather the testimony to 
demonstrate life adjustment 
of men at this juncture. 

“Gay and lesbian people 
have not been adequately rep¬ 
resented in such studies,” stat¬ 
ed Coon, who is confident 
that his is the first in the 
field. “Overall, the intention is 
to look at the self-definition of 
gay and bisexual retired men 
over 60 to see what work, so¬ 
cial supports, and life satisfac¬ 
tions mean to a variety of in¬ 
dividuals at this time.” 

Emphasizing the strict con¬ 
fidentiality of the study (par¬ 
ticipants’ names are aban¬ 
doned immediately and each 
is identified by a number 
only), Coon described proce¬ 
dures thus: “Interviewees are 
asked a series of questions 
concerning retirement, social 
contacts, living situation and 
sexual orientation. Three 
questionaires are completed 
on general life satisfaction, 
current happiness, and satis¬ 
faction with careers. Total 
participation is one and a half 
to two hours. 

“We are interested in 
speaking with participants no 
matter how "open or closed 
they are or have been about 
their gay or bisexual orienta¬ 
tion,” Coon continued.” The 
entire procedure is voluntary, 
and individuals have the right 
to withdraw consent, discon¬ 
tinue participation or refuse 
to answer any question at any 
time. A written consent form 
is required for participation. 
Unfortunately, no compensa¬ 
tion can be provided.” While 
many interviews are conduct¬ 
ed on the Stanford campus, 
Coon said that arrangements 
can be made to hold the inter¬ 
views elsewhere if necessary. 

Asked why he is doing this, 
study, Coon replied, “Earlier 
in my career I worked a great 
deal with youth, especially in 
career development, but I 
gradually got more interested 
in aging issues, particularly in 
values formation across the 
lifespan. I realized that soci¬ 
ety doesn’t do a good job of 
that. Gradually, I found study 
of that field more and more 
personally rewarding.” 

A Southwestern native, 
Coon got his earlier college 
education at the University of 
Oklahoma, where he got two 
B.A.s in crosscultural educa¬ 
tion and linguistics, and an 
M.A. in counseling psycholo¬ 
gy, the field in which he is 
now working at Stanford. 
Further bolstering his devel¬ 



opment in the field, Coon did 
graduate work in psycho-lin¬ 
guistics and socio-linguistics 
at the Australian National 
University in Canberra and at 
Georgetown University. 
Eight years of work as a 
counseling psychologist pre¬ 
ceded his current involve¬ 
ment. 

While sexual orientation of 
the participants is important, 
Coon was emphatic that the 
concentration is on such mat¬ 
ters as social supports, not 
their sex lives. “For one 
thing,” he explained, “the pri¬ 
vacy issue matters in that 
area, and besides, the whole 
life satisfaction area, involv¬ 
ing career and factors con¬ 
tributing to current happiness, 
is more important.” 

However, whether the par¬ 
ticipant is mated to someone 
of the same or opposite gen¬ 
der will be involved. 

“Already, the lineup of 
participants really runs the 
gamut,” Coon offered enthusi¬ 
astically. “Men of all interests 
and backgrounds are in¬ 
volved. I welcome partici¬ 
pants from other cultures.” 
Coon defined that further by 
stating that retired gay or bi¬ 
sexual men of other races are 
invited. 

Asked if the study would 
be the basis for a doctoral dis¬ 
sertation, Coon said, “At Stan¬ 
ford we have an informal 
classification called a ‘mini¬ 
dissertation’ that is basically 
a study report, but could be¬ 
come a full dissertation later. 
Mine could become that. I 
would like to expand the 
study by involving a compara¬ 
ble group of straight retired 
men.” 

Beyond his degree, Coon 
sees this experience as lend¬ 
ing itself to another stage in 
his own career, which he 
hopes will be teaching in 
higher education. “It will be 
one important piece in a spe¬ 
cialty concentrating on career 
development,” he explained. 

Potential participants are 
invited to call David Coon at 
(415) 723-2113 for further ar¬ 
rangements and possible in¬ 
terview arrangements. In¬ 
tending to complete the inter¬ 
viewing by the close of this 
year, Coon also means to fin¬ 
ish his study early in 1993 and 
prepare a report, which he 
might submit to such period¬ 
icals as the Journal of Homo¬ 
sexuality or Psychology and 
Aging. 

Coon summarized the 
purpose of his current work 
thus: “It should be a state¬ 
ment on how to age success¬ 
fully in diversity.”^ 


Open Hand Communications 
Director Takes Post at Nike

Lee Weinstein, director of 
communications for Project 
Open Hand, the non-profit 
meal service for people with 
AIDS, has been appointed 
manager of employee com¬ 
munications for Nike, Inc, the 
international sports apparel 
manufacturer based in 
Beaverton, Oregon. 

Weinstein, 33, former press 
secretary to the Governor of 
Oregon, leaves the $45,000-a- 
year Open Hand post on Oc¬ 
tober 16. 

“Quite frankly, I’d never 
met a person with AIDS pri¬ 
or to coming to work at Pro¬ 
ject Open Hand. In Oregon, 
AIDS had not had the impact 
like in the Bay Area, but I 
knew that I wanted to do 
something to help,” he said. 

Although Weinstein had 
written public policy state¬ 
ments about AIDS “that fo¬ 
cused on denial about the dis¬ 
ease and its impact on soci¬ 
ety,” he said that when he 
walked into Project Open 
Hand in January 1991, “I 
knew right away that this was 
the place I had to be.” 

Married to playwright and 
Equity actress Jessica Litwak, 
Weinstein 

said his two-year stint “as a 
straight guy in an agency that 
is mostly managed by gay 
men” gave him a bird’s eye 


view of the impact of the epi¬ 
demic and the community’s 
response, from AIDS service 
groups to ACT UP’s pressur¬ 
ing the FDA, and that it’s 
changed his life. 

“People with AIDS can be 
anybody. Everybody is part 
of society and when one part 
is ill, we’re all ill. It sounds 
like I’m pontificating, but I’ve 
really learned so much,” he 
said. 

Weinstein said that his ex¬ 
perience at Project Open 
Hand and living in the “epi¬ 
center of the epidemic” has 
also made him very angry 
about the federal govern¬ 
ment’s response to the epi-

demic. 

“It’s also instilled in me an 
incredible sense of anger. I 
think about all the people I 
know who have lost all of 
their friends, about people I 
know who have died. Every 
time I read the obituary pages 
of the Bay Area Reporter, I’ve 
wanted to send it to Barbara 
Bush,” he said. 

“I plan to take what I’ve 
learned with me to Oregon. 
I’ve learned so much from the 
gay community and AIDS 
service organizations like Pro¬ 
ject Inform and The AIDS 
Foundation and other 
groups.” ▼

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Hepatitis Forum Announced, 
Support Group Formed 


The Bay Area chapter of 
the American Liver Founda¬ 
tion has formed a support 
group for lesbians and gays 
with hepatitis, the number 
two killer of gay men in the 
United States, according to 
chapter President Bill Somer- 
lade. 

Despite a vaccine that pre¬ 
vents the disease, some 
350,000 new cases of hepatitis 
are reported each year, 
Somerlade said. 

“No one is educated on the 
fact that we have a vaccine,” 
Somerlade said. “There’s not 
a need for these numbers. 
The vaccine has been out for 
ten years now and instead of 
numbers going down, they’re 
going up. Our main goal is to 
educate the people of San 
Francisco.” 


The support group meets 
the first and fourth Thursday 
of each month at the Merryl 
Conference Room of Califor¬ 
nia Pacific Medical Center, 
2333 Buchanan at Sacramen¬ 
to. Discussions focus on a 
wide variety of issues impor¬ 
tant to people with hepatitis, 
Somerlade said. 

The support group also 
will participate in a presenta¬ 
tion by hepatitis experts from 
around the country October 
24 at St. Mary’s Hospital. The 
event is open to the public. 
For more information, call 
258-1682. 

There are three strains of 
the inflammation of the liver 
known as hepatitis: A, which 
is transmitted through spoiled 
food; B, which is transmitted 
through blood, saliva and se¬ 


men; and C, which is trans¬ 
mitted through blood transfu¬ 
sions. Symptoms are similar 
for all three except that peo¬ 
ple with B and C experience 
extreme fatigue while peo¬ 
ple with A will feel like they 
have food poisoning. 

Bed rest during the most 
acute phase of hepatitis is the 
most common treatment. Pa¬ 
tients with acute hepatitis 
should avoid strenuous phys¬ 
ical exertion, alcohol and hep- 
atotoxic agents. In most cases 
of hepatitis, clinical recovery 
is complete in three to 16 
weeks. Hepatitis tends to be 
more severe and potentially 
has a poorer prognosis in the 
elderly or in those with other 
complicating illnesses. ▼ 


Bipartisan Report: Clinton's 
Health Reform Better Than Bush's 

Study Finds Democratic Program More Inclusive, Less Costly

WASHINGTON - Gover¬ 
nor Bill Clinton’s plan to 
overhaul the nation’s health 
care system would save more 
money and provide health in¬ 
surance to more Americans 
than President Bush’s propos¬ 
al, a bipartisan report has con¬ 
cluded. 

The nation would spend 
$2.2 trillion more on health 
care over the mext 12 
years under Bush’s proposal 
compared to Clinton’s, and 27 
million Americans would still 
have no health insurance, ac¬ 
cording to the report from 
Families USA, a non-profit 
health care reform advocacy 
group. 

The report was prepared 
for the group by a bipartisan 
panel of current and former 
officials from Republican and 
Democratic administrations 
and based on an analysis con¬ 
ducted by Lewin-ICF, a 
Washington health care eco¬ 
nomics consultant. 

At least 30 million Ameri¬ 
cans lack health insurance 
and the cost of health care 
has been rising rapidly in the 
United States, making health 
care reform a major issue in 
the presidential campaign. 

Bush’s proposal calls for 
providing tax credits to fami¬ 
lies to buy health insurance, 
requires insurers to provide 
coverage to all employers re¬ 
questing it and prevents in¬ 


surance companies from 
denying individuals coverage. 

Clinton’s plan would re¬ 
quire businesses to either pro¬ 
vide health insurance for em¬ 
ployees or pay into a publicly 
sponsored, privately operated 
insurance program. Clinton’s 
plan also calls for establishing 
a National Health Board that 
would control costs by setting 
an annual budget for health 
care. 

Bush’s plan would save 
$31 billion in spending on 
health care by the year 2000 
while the Clinton plan would 
save $211 billion, the report 
said. By the year 2005, the 
Bush plan would save $46 bil¬ 
lion compared to a savings of 
$481 billion under Clinton’s 
plan, the report said. 

That translates into the na¬ 
tion spending $10,398 per 
family for health care under 
Bush’s plan in the year 2000 
compared to $9,219 under 
Clinton’s plan, a savings of 
$1,179 per family, the report 
said. By 2005, the savings 
would increase to $2,267 per 
family under Clinton’s re¬ 
forms, the report said. 

“All in all, the bipartisan 
panel found a striking differ¬ 
ence in costs between the two 
presidental candidates’ health 
plans,” Ron Pollack, the 
group’s executive director, 
said. 

While Clinton’s plan would 
provide health insurance to 
all Americans by the year 
2005, Bush’s plan would leave 


27 million Americans without 
insurance, the report said. In 
addition, Bush’s plan would 
leave 11.8 million more 
Americans “underinsured” 
than Clinton’s plan by the end 
of the decade, the report said. 

“Governor Clinton’s plan 
provides health insurance for 
all Americans, despite its low¬ 
er price tag,” said Pollack, 
who stressed that the report 
was not intended as an en¬ 
dorsement of either candi¬ 
date. 

The report noted, howev¬ 
er, that both candidates’ plans 
lack sufficient details on key 
issues, including long-term 
care. 

The panel did not analyze 
Ross Perot’s health care re¬ 
form proposal because it 
lacks sufficient detail, Pollack 
said. 

The panel included Stuart 
Altman, who served in the 
Nixon and Ford administra¬ 
tions and is currently chair¬ 
man of the Medicare Prospec¬ 
tive Payment Assessment 
Commission; Charles Ed¬ 
wards, who also served in the 
Nixon and Ford administra¬ 
tions; Karen Davis, who 
served in the Carter adminis¬ 
tration; Arthur Flemming, 
who served under Nixon, 
Ford, Carter and Eisenhower; 
and Philip Lee, who served 
under Johnson and is chair¬ 
man of the Physician Pay¬ 
ment Review Commission. ▼

Alternative Treatment Sexually Transmitted Diseases 
Rally on October 22 Rising Among Teenagers 


A rally will be held in 
Justin Herman Plaza at the 
Embarcadero on Thursday 
October 22, at noon, to focus 
on recent raids by the Food 
and Drug Administration that 
rally organizers describe as 
“civil rights violations against 
alternative health care practi¬ 
tioners.” 

The rally, one of 12 
planned nationwide in the 
coming weeks, is organized 
by the National Health Care 
Alliance of San Francisco to 
protest efforts by the FDA to 
shut down alternative treat¬ 
ment centers and buyers 
clubs. In the course of recent 
FDA raids, organizers charge, 
agents have broken down 
doors, confiscated private pa¬ 
tient files, and even strip- 
searched nurses. 

Speakers at the rally will 
include David Merriweather 

— assistant at a Tahoma, 
Washington clinic that was 
raided in May by gun-wield¬ 
ing police and FDA officials 
who took files and equipment 
that have not been returned 

— and Helen Grieco, of the 
National Organization for 
Women. 

Merriweather will also 
speak later that evening at 
7:30 p.m. at the Women’s 
Building, located at 3543 18th 
Street in San Francisco. 

Merriweather, a 12-year 
survivor with HIV, has used 
and researched alternative 
medicine since his diagnosis. 
He will discuss such contro¬ 
versial issues as intravenous 
ozone therapy and ozone gas 
therapy, which he claims has 


proven successful in raising 
T-cell levels among some 
HIV-positive individuals in 
the past. 

Merriweather also plans to 
identify herbs and other natu¬ 
ral substances he says are 
anti-viral and immune-boost¬ 
ing, including a Venus fly 
trap from Minnesota and 
“glyceriason” from Japan. 

Natural Health Care Al¬ 
liance spokesperson Michael 
Onstott describes it as “a 
grass-roots organization [that] 
is working for improved ac¬ 
cess to alternative health care, 
reform of the FDA, and re¬ 
placement of current FDA 
Commissioner David Kessler.”

“Now that he’s gone, we 
hope he stays far, far away,” 
adds HRCF’s King. “But Dan¬ 
nemeyer could go back to 
California and develop a base 
there again. He could run for 
another office. So we have to 
work to ensure that he has no 
political future and that he 
spends the rest of his years as 
a very sad, disillusioned, and 
unhappy retiree.” 

But you wouldn’t think 
that he’d get away without a 
final salvo, now would you? 

Dannemeyer’s last laugh 
came, appropriately enough, 
on the last day of the session. 
With a laundry list of retiring 
members lining up to offer 
their final farewells to friends 
and colleagues, Dannemeyer 
sought to make his mark. 

Around noon on the final 
day, members were busy 
passing a series of minor bills 


and had been hoping to set 
aside some time for some 
goodbyes. But Dannemeyer, 
eager to end it all quickly, 
pressed ahead with a motion 
to adjourn the House. 

After he was defeated on 
his motion, Rep. Peter Kost- 
mayer (D-Penn.) attempted to 
move ahead with a bill of his, 
but Dannemeyer would not 
give up and again made a 
motion to adjourn. 

According to Roll Call, a 
Capitol Hill newspaper, Dan¬ 
nemeyer refused Kostmayer’s 
pleas that he retreat from his 
motion. 

“I hate this process,” Dan¬ 
nemeyer reportedly told Kost- 
mayer. “The place is miser¬ 
able. I only have an hour and 
a half left and I’m going to 
cause as much damage as I 
can.” 

Realizing that the Califor¬ 
nia Republican would block 
any further attempts to con¬ 
tinue business by repeatedly 
interrupting*with motions to 
adjourn, the House finally re¬ 
lented and closed its session 
without sentimental good¬ 
byes. 

Roll Call further reported 
that Dannemeyer’s move en¬ 
raged Representative David 
Obey (D-Wisc.), who had 
wanted to give a speech hon¬ 
oring colleague Jim Moody 
(D-Wisc.). 

“Above all others I have 
served with,” Obey told Dan¬ 
nemeyer, “you have absolute¬ 
ly no redeeming social value.”

BLOOMINGTON, Ind. - 
When school started last 
month, many of America’s 
teens returned to classes with 
an unwanted and often unno¬ 
ticed accessory: a sexually 
transmitted disease. 

STDs, as they are called, 
were once known as VD, or 
venereal disease, and now en¬ 
compass some 25 separate 
bacterial and viral illnesses. 
Every year in this country, 
about 2.5 million teenagers - 
that’s one in every six - con¬ 
tract an STD. 

In 1989, despite wide¬ 
spread notions that the dis¬ 
ease is no longer a threat, 
syphilis reached its highest 
level of incidence since post- 
* World War II, and though 
teenagers suffered less from 
the increase than older age 
groups, the rate of cases 
among black teenagers, espe¬ 
cially females, has been in¬ 
creasing. 

What concerns sexuality 
educator William Yarber, pro¬ 
fessor of applied health sci¬ 
ence at Indiana University, is 
that school and public agen¬ 
cies, while focusing on educa¬ 
tional strategies concerned 


with AIDS/HIV infection, 
have tended to put other 
STDs on the back burner. 

“Certainly we can under¬ 
stand that, given the serious¬ 
ness of the AIDS/HIV prob¬ 
lem,” said Yarber. “But as a 
result, other sexually trans¬ 
mitted diseases have not been 
discussed in health education 
and sexuality education pro¬ 
grams. 

“That’s unfortunate, be¬ 
cause a young person has a 
much greater chance of ac¬ 
quiring an STD other than 
HIY” he said. 

Statistics show that young 
people are much more likely 
to acquire chlamydia, genital 
herpes, genital warts, gonor¬ 
rhea or syphilis. 

Young women in particu¬ 
lar may suffer catastrophic ef¬ 
fects from lower genital tract 
infections that do not present 
until later in life. If not treat¬ 
ed, cervical gonorrhea and 
chlamydia lead to pelvic in¬ 
flammatory disease that can 
result in chronic pelvic pain, 
infertility and ectopic preg¬ 
nancy. 

Under the auspices of the 
Association for the Advance¬ 
ment of Health Education, 
Yarber has completed a new 
curriculum that combines the 


information about both topics: 
“STDs and HIV: A Guide for 
Today’s Young Adults.” 

“The behavioral aspects of 
sexually transmitted diseases 
are emphasized, in contrast to 
technical and biomedical in¬ 
formation,” he said. “We be¬ 
lieve it’s more important for 
young people to know how to 
avoid the STD, how to recog¬ 
nize symptoms, where to seek 
counseling and medical care, 
and how to get partners to 
medical care.” 

The material also deals 
with “health-promoting atti¬ 
tudes and skill development,” 
Yarber said. “That’s impor¬ 
tant, because a person may 
know how to avoid STD, but 
might not have the skills to 
communicate well with a dat¬ 
ing partner or the skills to 
find counseling or health 
care.” 

The curriculum is targeted 
for junior high and high 
school students and is written 
discreetly for use in a wide 
range of community settings, 
he said. Yarber hopes that 
outside the classroom, the stu¬ 
dent manuals will help spur 
discussion of sexuality issues 
among teenagers and their 
parents. T

I was mildly gratified to 
note that AIDS was men¬ 
tioned in the initial Presiden¬ 
tial debate, albeit briefly. 
Ironically, it was brought up 
by George Bush, who may 
have been so mellowed-out 
on Halcyion that he forgot 
just how bad his record is on 
this topic. 

All of the Pallavering Pin¬ 
heads of Punditry agreed that 
Bush was looking to land a 
“knock-out” blow on Clinton 
that could “turn his campaign 
around” or, at least, chip a 
few points out of the hunky 
Arkansas Governor’s double¬ 
digit lead in the polls. 
George’s attempts to cast as¬ 
persions on Clinton’s patrio¬ 
tism by suggesting that he 
went to Moscow in 1969 for 
KGB indoctrination made lit¬ 
tle headway, so the President 
decided to try a little AIDS 
bashing instead. He criticized 
Magic Johnson for resigning 
from the AIDS commission 
after attending only one meet¬ 


ing, hinting that this manifest 
lack of commitment made 
Johnson unfit to cast judge¬ 
ment on him. 

Clinton’s rebuttal — that 
this was just about the longest 
statement Bush had ever 
made about AIDS — scored 
him a point. But Magic can 
take care of himself, and re¬ 
sponded in person the next 
day. 

For starts, he pointed out 
that he’d been to two (out of a 
possible four) meetings, al¬ 
though he did walk out (pre¬ 
sumably in a mixture of bore¬ 
dom and anger) out of the sec¬ 
ond. He offered for contrast 
the fact that none of the three 
Presidential appointees (as op¬ 
posed to the majority of Con¬ 
gressional appointees) had 
bothered to go to any of the 
meetings. And Louis Sullivan, 
the head honcho of the de¬ 
partment of Health and Hu¬ 
man Services and de-facto 
Commission Chair, had made 
it to a grand total of one 
meeting. Thus Magic, with 
his attendance at one-and-a- 
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half meetings, had spent more 
time at these events than all 
other Presidential appointees 
combined. 

(Magic is doing well de¬ 
spite numerous controversies. 
His book, “What you can do 
to avoid AIDS”, is selling well 
even though — or maybe be¬ 
cause? — it’s been banned by

K-mart. His recently an¬ 
nounced return to profession¬ 
al basketball has revived his 
sagging value as an endorser 
and forced the NBA the re-ac- 
tivate his “number,” which 
they’d prematurely “retired” 
in the futile hope of speeding 
him into oblivion. Overall, 
Bush’s ill-considered Magic 
bashing is likely to hurt the 
President more than Magic.) 

Of course, it’s pretty ludi¬ 
crous for Bush to try to ac¬ 
cuse anyone on the globe of 
caring less about AIDS than 
he does. But it’s probably not 
an accident that the one per¬ 
son he does try bash in this 
way is Black. Is he going for a 
kind of Anita Hill effect, 
based on the assumption that 
anything an uppity negro says 
can be discounted on princi¬ 
pal? 

Nor is it a surprise that 
Bush replaced Magic on the 
Commission with Mary Fish¬ 
er, the millionairess heiress 
HIVer whose daddy — the 
GOP’s biggest Midwestern 
campaign contributor — 
bought her air time at the Re¬ 
publican national convention. 

Mary has so far refused to 
participate in any non-parti¬ 
san AIDS appearances, saying 
only that “White House offi¬ 
cials had told her not to ap¬ 
pear” at an AIDS Action 
Council event. She did, how¬ 
ever, recently pin Bush’s first 
“red ribbon” on his lapel. 
This constituted, after eleven 
years and eleven months in 
the administration, his first 
public recognition of the dis¬ 
ease’s impact. 

Limp handshakes 

Now, I have to admit that 
it took me a while to warm 
up on the whole “red ribbon” 
concept. I have an instinctive 
aversion to such superficial 
symbols of commitment, that 
any hypocrite could wear to 
belie their innate inhumanity. 
The fact that costly gold-and- 
ruby “ribbons” by big-name 
designers were being hawked 
didn’t help any. 

The whole schtick remind¬ 
ed me of “tag days”, a partic¬ 
ularly offensive smarmy fund¬ 
raising technique common in 
Chicago in my youth. Some 
Undeniably Worthy Cause 
would assume a franchise on 
a certain day of the year and, 
on the duly designated date, 
saturate the city with its tag- 
sellers. For two bits you 
could get a tag and not have 
to put with subsequent solici¬ 
tations on every corner you 


passed — a kind of low-grade 
protection racket. 

The red ribbons weren’t 
that bad but I, certainly, felt 
no need to wear one. In a way 
I am a walking red ribbon, 
because you can tell just by 
looking at my bony features 
that I’m deeply concerned 
about AIDS on a daily basis. 
My prickliness on the topic 
eventually wore off as I 
observed that, in fact, most 
be-ribboned types generated 
benevolent vibes. Not every¬ 
one, I reasoned, can go 
around wearing ACT-UP 
stickers (for one thing they 
stick better to leather than 
they do to blazers and 
sweaters) and this gave less 
militant activists a way to dis¬ 
play their concern. 

Commentary 

Also, I noted that their 
symbolism was peculiarly po¬ 
tent. For example, Barbara 
Bush — as always represent¬ 
ing the “kinder, gentler” side 
of George — wore a red rib¬ 
bon at the GOP convention. 
She also made a point of re¬ 
moving it before she joined 
her husband at the podium at 
the end of his acceptance 
speech. (And remember when 
she daringly lit a candle dur¬ 
ing the last national AIDS 
vigil? Alas, if she was going 
to light a fire she should have 
done it under her hubby’s ass, 
not in the White House win¬ 
dow.) 

Now Mary Fisher has 
pinned a red ribbon on 
George. Let’s see if he contin¬ 
ues to wear it on subsequent 
campaign appearances, or — 
more likely — if his concern 
about AIDS turns out to be as 
brief as it is late. 

Some-time candidate and 
gadfly H. Ross Perot, by the 
way, had nothing memorable 
to say about AIDS. However, 
if he’d dared to be honest he 
might’ve said something like 
this: “We hardly never had to 
deal with AIDS over at EDS 
[Perot’s old computer consult¬ 
ing corporation) 'cause we 
simply didn’t hire fellas with 
limp handshakes.” On the 
rare occasions when an HIVer 
slipped past this sophisticated 
defense, they were simply 
fired when their diagnosis be¬ 
came unconcealable. 

Red ribbons, alas, are just 
a preliminary step in fighting 
AIDS. So, of course, is voting 
out passive-genocidal creeps 
like George Bush. ▼

The ad 
shows carefully edited shots of 
a New York gay march, while 
the announcer says: “Bill Clin¬ 
ton’s vision for a better Amer¬ 
ica includes job quotas for ho¬ 
mosexuals, giving homosexu¬ 
als special civil rights, allow¬ 
ing homosexuals in the Armed 
Forces. A1 Gore supports ho¬ 
mosexual couples adopting 
children and becoming foster 
parents. Is this your vision for 
a better America? For more 
information on traditional fam¬ 
ily values, contact the Christian 
Action Network, P.O. Box 606, 
Forrest Va. 24551.” 

The Bush/Quayle campaign 
needs to know that this sort of 
dishonesty and exploitation of 
prejudice is unacceptable as a 
political tactic. Until we hear 
otherwise, we can only assume 
that President Bush approves 
of the ad. Please demand that 
the Bush campaign publicly 
denounce such bigoted and 
dishonest tactics.

Jenny Jones 

Lesbians and gays who 
don’t fit stereotypes was the 
topic of Jenny Jones’ October 5 
show. Appearing on the pro¬ 
gram were four “lipstick les¬ 
bians” and two “masculine” 
gay men, who apparently 
don’t fit America’s bizarre 
stereotypes about us. 

Though Jones misspoke a 
couple of times, she overall 
showed a vast improvement 
over recent programs. No rav¬ 
ing homophobes appeared on 
the panel to abuse the other 
guests, and Jones openly sided 
against homophobes in the au¬ 
dience, using persuasion and 
humor to try and change peo¬ 
ples’ minds. 

When one audience mem¬ 
ber declared that “women 
were created or evolved to be 
with men,” Jones asked him “If 
I were a lesbian, would you 
still come on the show?’ 

The man responded “Sure, 
but I’d tell you you’re abnor¬ 
mal.” 

“You know I could be,” 
Jones replied. 

Later in the show Jones 
found a heterosexual woman 
volunteer in the audience and 


kissed her on the lips in an at¬ 
tempt to confront people’s 
prejudices. The women on the 
panel declared Jones an “hon¬ 
orary lesbian.” 

You might send Jones a 
note and thank her for stand¬ 
ing up for us. You also might 
suggest that if she really wants 
to do a show that challenges 
stereotypes of lesbians and 
gays, she might invite some 
people of color.

Faith Daniels 

NBC’s Faith Daniels, on 
her September 30th show, ad¬ 
dressed the question of gay 
male parents. Appearing on 
the program were two gay 
male couples who are rearing 
children. The men spoke elo¬ 
quently about their need and 
decision to be parents. Daniels 
asked predictable but sensitive 
questions, such as “What do 
the kids call you?” and “Did 
you face obstacles in the adop¬ 
tion process?” 

On the second part of the 
program Daniels introduced 
Mark Hounsell, a former state 
senator from New Hampshire 
who had pushed through a bill 
banning adoption by lesbians 
and gays. Hounsell explained 
that he did not believe the 
stereotypes about lesbians and 
gays, but thought that growing 
up in such a home would-be a 
disadvantage because of soci¬ 
ety’s prejudice. He asked audi¬ 
ence members whether they 
would want their children 
placed in “an environment 
with homosexuals.” An audi¬ 
ence member said that she 
would want her children 
placed in a loving home, and 
the sexual orientation of the 
parents wouldn’t matter. 

Hounsell’s presence was 
balanced by Annette Baran, a 
psychologist who assured the 
audience that being placed in 
a lesbian or gay home was not 
a disadvantage.

Update, ICAAC Provide Forums

Last week several hundred 
AIDS educators, health care 
providers, and HIVers con¬ 
verged on San Francisco’s 
Civic Auditorium to attend 
the fifth annual National 
AIDS Update Conference. Al¬ 
though it is not a forum for 
“cutting edge” research data, 
the Update has evolved into a 
sophisticated training milieu 
and information exchange for 
those on the front lines of the 
war against AIDS. This week 
ICAAC (the Intra-science Con¬ 
ference on Anti-microbal 
Agents and Chemotherapy, 
pronounced “Ick Ack”), a so¬ 
phisticated gathering of aca¬ 
demic researchers considered 
second in importance only to 
the massive, annual Interna¬ 
tional Conferences on AIDS, 
is being held downstate in 
Anaheim. 

At this point the Update, 
despite its official full title, 
isn’t particularly “annual” nor 
very “National”. The past two 
conferences have occurred at 
18 month, rather than 12 
month, intervals. And al¬ 
though there are a number of 
participants from the East the 
vast majority of presenters 
and HIVers in attendance 
were from the West Coast in 
general and San Francisco in 
particular. 

The Update originated in 
several separate annual con¬ 
ferences that were finally 
amalgamated into one grand 
event. At first, during the 
dark early days of the AIDS 
epidemic, they served primar¬ 
ily as basic “how to” courses 
for health care professionals 
confronted — mostly for the 
first time — with HIV. Now 
they cater to a more experi¬ 
enced constituency who come 
to schmooze with other AIDS 
care providers (and con¬ 
sumers), listen to experts and, 
occasionally, earn Continuing 
Education credits in Nursing 
or Social Work. 

There were few media

stars or big names at this 
year’s Update. Dr. Paul Vol¬ 
berding headlined at Wednes¬ 
day’s plenary session; ex-Pres- 
idential candidate and cancer 
survivor Paul Tsongas spoke 
at Thursday’s (Democratic 
nominee Bill Clinton had 
been invited but did not 
show); and Congresswoman 
Nancy Pelosi addressed the 
conference on Friday. 

These morning general 
sessions were, however, 
sparsely attended, and most 
participants were more inter¬ 
ested in the daily workshops 
where nuts-and-bolts ques¬ 
tions about treatment, educa¬ 
tion and policy were ad¬ 
dressed. These workshops 
were lively and, for the most 
part, interactive, with much 
back-and-forth between pre¬ 
senters and the audience. 

ICAAC will likely be less 
chummy and far more seri¬ 
ous. It is not, officially, an 
AIDS conference at all but 
has de facto evolved into one, 
as about half of the presenta¬ 
tions concern HIV treatments. 
Where the Update focuses on 
the interests of care providers 
and consumers, ICAAC is 
clearly for researchers. 
HIVers shopping for new 
treatments for immediate use 
seemed satisfied with the Up¬ 


date; but treatment activists 
curious about drugs that may 
become available next year 
are more interested in 
ICAAC. 

Many are hoping that 
ICAAC will serve as a “fol¬ 
low-up” to the International 
Conference on AIDS held in 
Amsterdam this July, confirm¬ 
ing or denying initial research 
results presented there. The 
ICAAC abstracts list numer¬ 
ous reports on such hot topics 
as the second generation of 
AZT-like Nucleoside Ana¬ 
logues 3TC and D4T, and on 
promising post-Nucleoside 
Analogue treatments like 
TAT and protease inhibitors. 
There will also be symposia 
on treatment-resistant strains 
of HIV, the new tuberculosis 
epidemic among HIVers, and 
on AIDS among women and 
children. 

While little of the informa¬ 
tion discussed at ICAAC will, 
strictly speaking, be “new” — 
most reports only officially 
comment on the fact that var¬ 
ious potential treatments are 
safe and/or well-absorbed, 
without giving any hard data 
on how effective they are — 
these meetings are usually 
rich in anecdotal data and 
suggestive rumors. Is 3TC as 
disappointing as many have 
heard? Is D4T in fact better 
than AZT, as many suggest? 
How long will it be before 
TAT and protease inhibitors 
will be ready for human tri¬ 
als? All of this will be dis¬ 
cussed, in extreme detail, in 
the chambers and corridors of 
the ICAAC. 

Taken together, the atmo¬ 
spheres of both the Update 
and ICAAC conferences sug¬ 
gest that, although we’re into 
the “second decade” of the 
AIDS crisis, there is begin¬ 
ning to be some sense of light 
at the end of the tunnel. As a 
change in Presidential admin¬ 
istrations looms, those fight¬ 
ing AIDS seem to feel that 
the war against HIV is at last 
well underway, if far from 
won.V

Double Minority: 

On Being Disabled and Gay

Patrick Connally, a 
wheelchair user, is a member 
of a highly invisible minority 
within a minority — he’s dis¬ 
abled and he’s gay. 

When it became evident 
that Governor Wilson was go¬ 
ing to slash funding for In- 
Home Support Services for 
people with disabilities in Cal¬ 
ifornia, Connally was among 
the 20 activists who en¬ 
dured a seven-hour sit-in in 
Governor Wilson’s San Fran¬ 
cisco office to protest the cuts 
on August 20. Twice as many 
activists returned again one 
month later, when the cuts 
had been finalized, to cry out 
against a policy that they say 
is a matter of life and death. 

There are many thousands 
of disabled queers in San 
Francisco, many of whom 
provide the skills and efforts 
that build and maintain our 
community organizations. 
But, far too often, their tri¬ 
umphs, struggles, and very 
existence go unnoticed by 
their able-bodied counter¬ 
parts. 

“The Bay Area is a mecca 
for people who are disabled 
and for people who are gay 
or lesbian. This is the first 
place where they installed 
curb cuts, which enabled 


Manufacturer To 
Give d4T to Critical 
Need Patients 


Bristol-Myers Squibb Com¬ 
pany, maker of d4T (stavu- 
dine), has announced it will 
make the promising experi¬ 
mental AIDS medication 
available to patients in critical 
need. 

According to statements 
from Bristol-Myers, patients 
who are intolerant to, or fail¬ 
ing on, the only two FDA-ap¬ 
proved drugs for single-agent 
use against AIDS — AZT 
and DDI — may be eligible 
to receive d4T from their 
physicians at no charge. 

The medication is the first 
to be made available under 
the newly developed “Parallel 
Track” policy of the Food and 
Drug Administration, inaugu¬ 
rated “to provide earlier ac¬ 
cess to important new drugs, 
ease unnecessary regulatory 
burdens, and strengthen U.S. 
competitiveness.” The new 
policy permits patients with 
life-threatening illnesses to ac¬ 
cess experimental drugs that 
are still undergoing clinical 
trials. 

Like AZT and DDI, d4T 
belongs to a class of com¬ 
pounds called nucleoside ana¬ 
logues, a man-made substance 
similar to the natural building 
blocks used to define genetic 
information in DNA and 
RNA. It works by inhibiting 
an enzyme that HIV needs to 
grow. Once inside the cell d4t 
is converted to d4T triphos¬ 


phate, which is believed to in¬ 
hibit the activity of HIV’s re¬ 
verse transcriptase enzyme. 

A double-blind randomized 
comparison of d4T versus 
AZT in some patients has 
been under way since May of 
1992. 

Persons with AIDS who 
wish to obtain d4T must call 
Bristol-Myers Squibb at (800) 
842-8036 during regular busi¬ 
ness hours (Eastern time). 
They will be given general in¬ 
formation about d4T, after 
which their physicians must 
call to facilitate enrollment. 
No d4T will be released to 
patients, only to licensed 
physicians who complete both 
physician registration and pa¬ 
tient enrollment forms. After 
the entry forms are reviewed 
for eligibility by medical re¬ 
viewers the patient will be ac¬ 
cepted into the program. 
Thereafter, the physician will 
be allotted a month’s supply 
of the drug; follow-up and ad¬ 
verse experience forms must 
be filed monthly for addition¬ 
al medication. 

Patients will be allowed to 
stay with the program “as 
long as there is need, they do 
not voluntarily withdraw, 
they do not experience ad¬ 
verse effects, the program is 
still in effect, and d4T is not 
approved for sale in the U.S.,” 
according to the company. ▼

wheelchair users to get out of 
nursing homes. We have a 
strong activist community 
here,” Connally explained. 
“There’s a lot of gay people 
who are disabled and just be¬ 
cause the bars in the Castro 
aren’t accessible doesn’t mean 
we’re not out there.” 

Although no one can say 
for certain what percentage of 
the disabled community is 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, or 
transgender, all seem to agree 
that queers are amply repre¬ 
sented among the ranks of 
disabled activists. 

According to Patricia 
Leets from the Independent 
Living Resource Center, a 
non-profit group that helps 
disabled people live on their 
own, an estimated 7,000 peo¬ 
ple in San Francisco qualify 
for state-funded In-Home Sup¬ 
port Services, which allow 
severely disabled people to 
live independently. Leets 
guessed that at least 25 per¬ 
cent of those recipients are 
lesbian or gay. 

When Wilson cut IHSS by 
12 percent he left most 
disabled people unable to pay 
for their personal care atten¬ 
dants, the helpers who make 


it possible for people with dis¬ 
abilities to hold jobs and be 
active in their communities, 
without whom many would 
be forced into nursing homes 
or out onto the streets. 

''I would be safer homeless” 

Those who may be forced 
to enter nursing homes, many 
of whom are lesbian, gay, or 
bisexual, say they fear neglect 
and abuse. 

“I feel like I would be safer 
becoming homeless and 
roaming than being drugged 
senseless or raped in a conva¬ 
lescent home,” said Maggie 
Dowling, a wheelchair user, 
of the prospects of being insti¬ 
tutionalized. “I have a job 
now. I’d rather be a taxpayer 
than a taxpayer liability. Wil¬ 
son might as well load a gun, 
pull the trigger, and blow us 
away.” 

“This is a question of 
who’s going to control our 
lives, us or the medical indus¬ 
try. This is a power play by 
government to make people 
with disabilities a commodity 
of the nursing home industry. 
We deserve our jobs, and we 
deserve respect. It costs 
$30,000 a month to lock some¬ 


one up in a nursing home and 
$8,000 a month to support 
someone living independent¬ 
ly. This is not saving any 
money in the long run, but 
it’s based on prejudicial atti¬ 
tudes toward the disabled 
community,” Connally said. 

“The government is mak¬ 
ing it a crime for people with 
disabilities to be disabled. 
They’re locking us up,” said 
lesbian activist and wheel¬ 
chair user Sue Hodges. 

Kathy Martinez, a blind 
lesbian activist, said she 
thinks that the IHSS cuts 
have a particularly bad im¬ 
pact on gays and lesbians. 

“This cut will require that 
people with disabilities de¬ 
pend on their families. Most 
lesbian and gay people do not 
live with their families, for 
whatever reason. They may 
be estranged from them. 
They may not feel safe. But 
the cuts put pressure on les¬ 
bian and gay people to rely 
on their families — a situa¬ 
tion that [often] leads to 
abuse. 

“The disabled population 
is one of the most abused 
communities anyway. People 
often don’t confront their 
abusers because their abusers 
are often their caretakers and 
they’re afraid the care will be 
taken away,” Martinez said.

Lesbian Sex Club Goes Through 
Changes 

Ecstasy Lounge, the safer sex club by, for, and about les¬ 
bians, is changing ownership, time, and location. 

Lounge owner Kitaka Gara, who pioneered the club idea 
with business partner Judith Cohen, is now going it alone, as 
Cohen has decided to refocus on AIDS activism work full time. 

The Lounge is moving out of Eros, the men’s location on 
Market Street near Church, and is setting up shop on Thurs¬ 
day nights at 933 Harrison Street, between 5th and 6th streets. 

Gara said the club had to move because they had ongoing 
difficulties with the owners of Eros. But she was quick to re¬ 
assure club-goers that 933 Harrison is just as good, if not better, 
than Eros. 

“This place is so killer. It’s larger, it has two play rooms, pri¬ 
vate booths, a better sound system, more video monitors, and 
a bigger demonstration space,” she said. “Eros was very sterile.

Ruling Expected in "The Case of 
The Presbyterian Lesbeterian ''

A judicial commission of 
The Presbyterian Church 
(USA) will rule this month 
whether or not the call of an 
avowed lesbian minister by a 
New York Presbyterian con¬ 
gregation violated the denom¬ 
ination’s constitution. 

The ruling will be made in 
an appeal of a July dismissal 
by a New York synod of 
charges that the call of Rev¬ 
erend Jane Spahr by the 
Downtown United Presbyte¬ 
rian Church of Rochester, 
New York violated the de¬ 
nomination’s guidelines. 

The complaint was filed 
by fifteen individuals and ten 
congregations that opposed 
Spahr’s appointment to the 
post of associate minister at 
the church. 


Spahr, an out lesbian, was 
ordained as a Presbyterian 
minister in 1974, prior to the 
demonimation’s 1978 “defini¬ 
tive guidance” that banned 
“self-affirming homosexuals” 
from ordination. That ruling 
of the church’s General As¬ 
sembly exempted persons or¬ 
dained before 1978. 

“It’s not just the issue of 
homosexual orientation, the 
issue also is whether the pres¬ 
bytery that approved her call 
has right to affirm a call to 
the church,” said Marj Car¬ 
penter, a spokesperson for the 
Presbyterian Church (USA). 
“It should be very interest¬ 
ing.” 

Although the eighteen- 
member General Assembly 
Permanent Judicial Commis¬ 
sion that will hear the case 
has been requested to issue 


a press statement following 
their ruling, no interviews of 
individual members “will be 
allowed at any time,” Carpen¬ 
ter said. “They don’t 
want to be intimidated or ha¬ 
rassed,” she said. 

The PJC, composed of 
members of the faith who are 
attorneys and church elders, 
will also hear the appeal in 
the case of Lisa Largess, a 
Minneapolis, Minn, lesbian 
whose bid to be certified 
as ready for ordination as a 
Presbyterian minister last 
year was denied because she 
is a lesbian. 

In that case, a Twin Cities 
presbytery ruled that the call 
and ordination of Largess 
was forbidden because they 
violated the denomination’s 
1978 ban on gay clergy. ▼ 


Episcopal Priest To Preside at 
Ceremony for Lesbian Couple

DETROIT — A promiment 
Episcopal priest plans to help 
two lesbian church members 
pledge their love to each oth¬ 
er, but he said it won’t be a 
wedding and it won’t be a 
blessing, both of which are 
banned for gay couples. 

The Reverend Ervin 
Brown, rector of Christ Epis¬ 
copal Church, said his only 


purpose is to make a “pas¬ 
toral response” to two women 
who are his parishioners. 
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But he told his congrega¬ 
tion in a sermon that he 


knows his action is controver¬ 
sial — and he was right. Be¬ 
cause of a planned protest, 
Brown has switched the 
scheduled October 17 date of 
the ceremony to another, un¬ 
specified date. 

Episcopal priests in Michi¬ 
gan are under orders not to 
bless gay couples, pending 
the outcome of a church 
study on sexuality which is 
still under way. 

Brown said the ceremony 

will not violate that order be¬ 
cause it will not be a blessing, 
but rather a “pastoral and 
liturgical affirmation of the 
convenant of fidelity between 
two people.” 

Michigan Episcopal Bishop 
R. Stewart Wood Jr. supports 
Brown’s decision, but many 
traditionalists are furious. 
They say calling the ceremo¬ 
ny anything other than a 
blessing is just playing word 
games. ▼

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Two Spirit contingent in the 
march also served another 
purpose. 

“We were being visible 
also for gay Indians who 
aren’t connected to any 


groups, so that they could see 
that they do fit in some¬ 
where,” said Gibson. “So 
many people are still closeted 
out there. We want to reach 
out more to tribal reserva¬ 
tions to let them know we do 
exist and the struggle contin¬ 
ues.” 

The lesbian and gay Na¬ 
tives who spoke to the Bay 
Area Reporter were extreme¬ 
ly pleased with the October 
11 event and are optimistic 
about the future for the Two 
Spirit community. 

“It felt like one of the most 
positive groups of people 
coming together in a long 
time. I felt a whole lot of sup¬ 
port,” Youngblood said. “A 
lot of people in the Native 
American community have 
been saying that there’s a 
new time coming up, and I 
believe that.” 

The Indian Center of All 
Nations will be holding a 
community election for the 
board of directors on Satur¬ 
day, October 24, at 3004 16th 
Street, Suite 203, from 9 to 5

IHSS, says that activism in 
the lesbian and gay communi¬ 
ty will be hampered by the 
cuts, because so many people 
with disabilities are involved 
in community organizing. 

“If you have people who 
are not getting the services 
they need, they can’t do com¬ 
munity work. They can’t be 
involved if they can’t get up 
in the morning,” Gupp said. 

And since more than 80 
percent of the people living 
with AIDS in San Francisco 
are estimated to be gay or bi¬ 
sexual men, the cuts have an 
even greater impact on queer 
lives. 

According to Paul Imperi¬ 
als Mayor Jordan’s disability 
coordinator, “Eighteen per¬ 
cent of San Franciscans are 
severely disabled, including 
people with HIV and AIDS. 
At last count, 35,000 people in 
the city have full-blown 
AIDS. In the later stages of 
the disease, you need atten¬ 
dant services,” but with the 
Latest budget cuts, Imperiale 
believes people who need the 
services won’t get all they 
need. 

Even though gay commu¬ 
nity organizations provide un¬ 
paralleled volunteer services 
for those who are living with 
AIDS, advocates for people 
with disabilities say that the 
gay community should start 
getting involved in the fight 
for IHSS. 

“There’s a lot of gay peo¬ 
ple who are on IHSS and 
who are eligible for IHSS be¬ 
cause they have AIDS. How 
long is the gay and lesbian 
community going to be able 
to keep [the volunteer care] 
up?” asks Simi Litvak of the 
World Institute on Disabili¬ 
ties. “People are living for a 
long time with significant dis¬ 
abilities from AIDS. We’re 
talking about long-term assis¬ 
tance. As volunteerism in the 
lesbian and gay community 
dries up, this is what allows 
us to pay people to be atten¬ 
dants.” 

Despite the devastating ef¬ 
fect IHSS cuts will have on 
people with AIDS and queers 
with other disabilities, the dis¬ 
ability activists say they see a 
general lack of awareness 
among the lesbian, gay, and 
AIDS communities about the 
cuts and about other issues 
important to people with dis¬ 
abilities. 

The denial factor 

They say that the lack of 
awareness comes from a vari¬ 
ety of sources, including the 
low visibility of people with 
disabilities in the lesbian and 
gay community and denial on 
behalf of people with AIDS 
or other illnesses about the 
fact that they are living with 
disabilities. 

Two of the least visible 
disabilities, environmental ill¬ 
ness and chronic fatigue im¬ 
mune deficiency syndrome, 
which are often not even ac¬ 
knowledged as physical con- 1 
ditions by doctors, strike dis¬ 
proportionately high numbers 
of lesbians. 

Melinda Paras, who serves 
as the deputy executive di¬ 
rector of Shanti Project and 
the co-chair of the board of 
the CFIDS Foundation, told 
the Bay Area Reporter that 
when people come down with 
CFIDS, they are usually told 
that it is in their heads. 

“The symptoms appear 


very serious and they’re taken 
seriously until those possibil¬ 
ities of cancer, AIDS, or mul¬ 
tiple sclerosis are ruled out. 
Then people are told that 
they’re crazy. That’s what 90 
percent of people with 
CFIDS are told. Only a hand¬ 
ful of doctors will treat peo¬ 
ple for it,” Paras says, adding 
those doctors who will treat 
CFIDS can’t take any more 
patients because their 
caseload is so full already. 

Despite “hundreds of les¬ 
bians” living with CFIDS in 
San Francisco, including 
“many prominent leaders,” ac¬ 
cording to Paras, “CFIDS is 
totally invisible because peo¬ 
ple are in their houses. You 
could be in bed for six 
months to a year, completely

disabled. People just drop out 
of sight.” 

Although there is greater 
awareness of the fatigue and 
other disabling conditions 
that affect people living with 
AIDS in the able-bodied 
queer community, many peo¬ 
ple with AIDS-related disabil¬ 
ities find gay community ac¬ 
tivities no longer welcoming. 

One ma n living with CMV 
retinitis (which, according to 
the Rose Resnick Center for 
the Visually Impaired, strikes 
20 percent of people with 
AIDS) told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that “the fact that the 
bars are all dark makes it 
nearly impossible to go out. 
There are no social options for 
people with vision loss. People 
need to be more aware it’s a 
problem. If I bump into some¬ 
one, they assume I’m being 
rude. It never occurs to them 
that I might have vision loss.” 

“It’s much more widespread 
than people are recognizing. 
And it would be easier for me 
to interact in the community if 
people were more aware,” he 
added. 

Paras said that the issue of 
invisibility is compounded 
when people are diagnosed as 
having AIDS, or CFIDS, or 
cancer, because “people are 
challenged by the enormous 
losses of income, mobility, and 
of potential loss of life that are 
very difficult things to accept 
and it makes accepting self- 
identification as disabled very 
difficult.” 

“The situation is that peo¬ 
ple can be disabled for years 
and experience an enormous 
amount of denial. For a long 
time I didn’t get a disability 
placard for my car. So I didn’t 
go anywhere because I 
couldn’t park near where I 
needed to go. The truth is 
when you fill out that form 
you’re saying to the world that 
you’re disabled,” which is 
something that’s extremely dif¬ 
ficult to acknowledge, Paras 


said. 

Mary Fowler, who serves 
on the Oakland Mayor’s Com¬ 
mission on Disabled Persons, 
and who recently founded 
RollAIDS, an organization that 
distributes wheelchairs to peo¬ 
ple with AIDS, says she hasn’t 
had too many takers for the 
wheelchairs. 

“People may not want to 
get the chair until they’re des¬ 
perate. It has to do with denial 
that they’re not asking for it 
early. People probably keep 
their old attitudes about dis¬ 
abilities and may not see that 
they’ve got several camps that 
they’re a part of,” she said. 

But Paras thinks that as 
people with AIDS are living 
longer and longer, more and 
more will begin to identify 
with the disability move¬ 
ment. 

The gay community's response 

Although several disabled 


activists brought up issues 
with the Freedom Day Pa¬ 
rade’s lack of accessibility 
(“Every year they make it 
more and more difficult for 
disabled people to attend”), 
everyone who spoke to the 
Bay Area Reporter on this is¬ 
sue agreed that the queer com¬ 
munities are by far the best 
about working to make activi¬ 
ties and events accessible to 
people with disabilities. 

“I think the lesbian and gay 
community has been in the 
vanguard of accessibility for 
disabled people,” Gupp said. 

“I feel that of all the com¬ 
munities that I’ve been in¬ 
volved in, the lesbian commu¬ 
nity has been the most con¬ 
scious about accessibility,” 
Martinez said, adding that peo¬ 
ple need to continue to listen 
and adapt to the changing 
needs of the disabled commu¬ 
nity. 

Paras thinks that AIDS has 


taught the gay community 
about issues of accessibility 
and ableism. 

“Because AIDS-related 
types of disabilities are so in- 
your-face, I don’t think you’ll 
find that ableism is as perva¬ 
sive in the gay community as 
in others. There’s far more 
sense that it could be you, 
which is the biggest point 
about ableism. And people are 
forced to deal with access 
more because of AIDS,” she 
said. 

And the man living with 
CMV retinitis who wished to 
remain anonymous added, “I 
was very concerned at first 
that there wouldn’t be the sup¬ 
port I need, but my friends 
have all been very supportive,” 
and gay community organiza¬ 
tions, like Shanti, have also 
been there to help. ▼

without trouble. 

“There are so many small 
presses in San Francisco we 
just can’t let you in,” said 
Arthur Bruzzone, the 
host/bouncer of the event. 

So, as several members of 
the queer press stood arguing 
for more than a half hour 
with Bruzzone, the Bay Area 
Reporter took the opportuni¬ 
ty to interview the head of 
San Francisco’s Republican 
Party against the backdrop of 
screaming protesters. 

Apparently Warren Merril 
has a strong optimistic streak. 
Either that or he hasn’t seen 


a San Francisco newspaper 

— alternative or mainstream 

— in weeks. In any case, the 
man who heads the GOP in 
this city said that he still 
thinks Bush is going to beat 
Clinton in California. 

“The polls are tightening 
up. I predict he’ll win Califor¬ 
nia by two to three points and 
the nation by four or five 
points,” Merril said. 

Furthermore, the Republi¬ 
can chief said, his party is the 
best place for gay people. 

“There has been some ero¬ 
sion in gay support of the Re¬ 
publican Party because of the 
veto of AB 101 and the em¬ 
phasis on family values. Even 
though many don’t agree with 
the Republican Party’s social 
policy, all gays have more in 
common with the Republican 
Party than the Democratic 


Party. We feel that we are 
better representative of the 
community than the Demo¬ 
cratic Party, which is domi¬ 
nated by the ultra-left.” 

Merril’s attitude didn’t 
seem to wash well with the 
protesters who were gleefully 
telling Bush to “pack his 
bags” and chanting “four 
more weeks!” 

Meanwhile, one enthralled 
youngster forced his mother 
to stay with him on the cor¬ 
ner for more than an hour to 
watch the protest. Seven-year- 
old Shawn Moore summed 
up what he saw for the 
B.A.R.: 

“Clinton’s great. He knows 
everything. Bush is mean and 
he’s not helping people. So a 
whole bunch of people are 
protesting and throwing 
eggs.”V

educate “the people who need 
to know” in the Clinton cam¬ 
paign in hopes that the 
Democratic nominee will 
counter Bush in person the 
next time he cites the alleged¬ 
ly misleading AIDS spending 
figure. 

Lee was equally damning 
of the president’s statements 
about HIV-infected basketball 
star Magic Johnson, who re¬ 
signed from the National 
Commission on AIDS, citing 
Bush’s alleged disinterest in 
the epidemic. 

During the debate, Bush 
suggested that Johnson took 
little interest in the commis¬ 
sion himself, only attending 
one meeting before resigning. 
In fact, of the six commission 
meetings held during his 
tenure, Johnson personally at¬ 
tended two and sent the head 
of his foundation to the re¬ 
maining four as his represen¬ 
tative. 

“I would also point out,” 
Lee added, “that Magic, hav¬ 
ing attended two meetings, 
has attended twice as many 
as the president’s own secre¬ 


tary of Health and Human 
Services, Dr. Louis Sullivan, 
who has attended one meet¬ 
ing of the commission during 
his three years as a member.” 

Should a Clinton adminis¬ 
tration replace Bush’s, some 
demonstrators noted, the 
pressure would be eased on 
activists who have spent 
much of the last ten years at¬ 
tacking the executive branch 
for inaction on AIDS. With 
Congress cutting AIDS spend¬ 
ing from the president’s al¬ 
ready meager increases, they 


suggested, their anger could 
soon turn to the other end of 
Pennsylvania Avenue. 

“If we get a Clinton ad¬ 
ministration, we’re stil going 
to have to agitate and advo¬ 
cate for the things that we 
want,” added Petrelis. “Clin¬ 
ton is not going to deliver on 
his promises without advoca¬ 
cy from the AIDS communi¬ 
ty. ... [But] we will move on 
to holding Congress account¬ 
able and getting Congress to 
deal with the AIDS crisis re¬ 
sponsibly.” ▼

16 member denominations, 
including Roman Catholics, 
Orthodox Catholics, and 
Protestants, denounced the 
homophobic measure, now 
trailing in most polls. 

And you may think that 
some members unwisely 
make a career out of being a 
House member but Califor¬ 
nia’s Prop. 164 on the ballot 
next month that would im¬ 
pose term limits on members 
of Congress is, in my mind, a 
stupid plan. It only gives 
members from other states 
the seniority and the power of 
committee chairs, etc., while 
California members would 
never get that power; the 
state then, of course, becomes 
the big loser. 

The San Jose Mercury 
News editorially attacked 
Governor Pete Wilson for ve¬ 
toing a badly needed needle 
exchange program, but 
praised Mayor Frank Jordan 
and the city of San Francisco 
for daring to defy the gover¬ 
nor by going ahead with a 
plan to implement the pro¬ 


gram.

I n a year cluttered with 
books and calendars full 
of male nudes, Columbia 
University Press has 
scored a triumph with the 
publication of a beautiful and 
intelligent new book by Allen 
Ellenzweig. The Homoerotic 
Photograph stands out be¬ 
cause of the quality of its pho¬ 
tographs and the intelligent 
research and analysis the au¬ 
thor brings to his subject mat- 
ter. 

The introduction, by the 
late George Stambolian, sets 
the tone and lets the reader 
know this is a serious take on 
the subject. The book pro¬ 
vides not only visual but intel¬ 
lectual stimulation as well. 
Stambolian proposes, some¬ 
what startlingly, that “ homo¬ 
eroticism shapes and is 
shaped by homophobia. The 
pleasure we derive from an 
image is sometimes dimin¬ 
ished and often enhanced by 
the power exercised against 
it. We accept the delicate ne¬ 
gotiations desire must make 
with fear or defiance.” 

With Stambolian’s auspi¬ 
cious curtain raiser, author 
Ellenzweig begins his presen¬ 
tation of male erotica with 
the 1850s and continuing to 
present day. He points out 
that the term “homosexuality” 
wasn’t even coined until 1869

and that then, as now, “homo¬ 
erotic” is determined by the 
viewer — it is an individual 
decision. He cites an inno¬ 
cence in early male nudes 
which quickly disappeared to¬ 
ward the end of the 19th cen¬ 
tury when homosexuality be¬ 
came a clearly identified, so¬ 
cially unacceptable practice. 

Grecian Bent 

At the turn of the century, 
photographers like Baron 


Von Gloeden posed their 
male nudes to recall classic 
Greco-Roman art and mini¬ 
mize the homoerotic content 
of their poses. Europeans 
were consistently freer in 
their presentation of homo¬ 
erotic subject matter than 
Americans, but the universal 
closet controlled the output of 
many photographers through 
the middle of the 20th centu¬ 
ry. Minor White kept his ho¬ 
moerotic images unexhibited 


and unpublished until after 
his death. 

The author laments the di¬ 
minished reputations Herbert 
List and his contemporary, 
George Platt Lynes, acquired 
essentially as a result of insti¬ 
tutionalized homophobia: 

One could not be a visual 
chronicler of the Beautiful 
without being thought of as 
dealing with the superficially 
pretty. One could not deal 
with the superficially pretty 


without risking the tag of 
“homosexual,” or “pansy,” or 
“pervert.” And as an artist, 
one could not be any of those 
things without being thought 
of as speaking with a limited 
vocabulary. 

The 127 black-and-white 
photographs in this large cof¬ 
fee-table tome will provide in¬ 
teresting browsing for years 
to come, but it is the text that 
ultimately sustains this work 
(Continued on page 38)

Festival With a 
Queer Edge

T his weekend’s San 
Francisco Bay Area 
Book Festival’s decid¬ 
edly lesbian/gay edge 
is no accident according to 
festival board member and A 
Different Light Bookstore 
manager Richard Labonte. 
What he terms “a conscious 
outreach effort” on the part of 
the festival is responsible for 
this year’s large queer pres¬ 
ence. 

After the 1991 festival that 
included such local gay stal¬ 
warts as Sally Gearhart, Hol¬ 
ly Near, Bo Huston and re¬ 
cent National Book Award 


and Pulitzer Prize nominee 
Dorothy Allison, board mem¬ 
bers approached Labonte and 
“asked me to feed them the 
names of potential partici¬ 
pants from the lesbian/gay 
writing community. I had the 
sense that they wanted to 
have a real lesbian/gay voice 
there.” 

Labonte points out that the 
1992 fest features a much 
higher proportion of respect¬ 
ed national gay authors 
—John Preston, Lillian Fader- 
man ( Odd Girls and Twilight 
Lovers), gay conservative 
Marvin Liebman, cartoonist 
Alison Bechdel, mystery/de-

But in issue No. 6 of Dis¬ 
eased Pariah News, porn 
luminary and stage per¬ 
former Scott O'Hara con¬ 
tinues his serialized essay, 
“How I Got AIDS: Memoirs 
of a Working Boy.”

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Film

// i prophetess is not 
* " /■ without honor, save 
in her own country, 
X Ain her own house.” 
So the Bible almost said and it 
still is true. It can be particular¬ 
ly so for those of us who are 
from somewhere else: lesbian 
and gay emigres, or cross- 
cultural voyagers. We wind up 
with our hearts in two places, 
with a lot to say about both. 

When it comes to the 
hearts of Indian gay people, 
most of the voices that have 
piped up recently on film are 
from abroad — it is probably 
still dangerous to be openly 
gay in Indian films. My Beau¬ 
tiful Laundrette, from the 
novel by Hanif Kureishi, took 
place in London, while 
Masala was a hilariously 
camp feature last year from 
Montreal. Last year also 
brought two shorter gay- 
themed works by women, 
with similar titles: Nidhi 
Singh’s Khush Refugees and 
Pratibha Parmar’s Khush. 
(Khush derives from the Hin¬ 
di word for “joyful,” but its 
newer meaning is “gay”) 
Nidhi Singh lives and 
works in San Francisco, yet 
her film received acclaim ev¬ 
erywhere but here. It was a 
pick at the Montreal, Hawaii, 
Los Angeles, London and 
New York gay and lesbian 
film festivals, but it did not 
get shown at ours. Was it too 
radical? 



Unique Conflicts 

The film, which takes 
place in San Francisco, con¬ 
cerns a love affair between 
two “gay refugees.” Rahul is 
an immigrant from Delhi, 
quixotic, handsome, romantic 
(dreams of being married in a 
red sari) and middle class. 
Dante is a working-class 
“white ex-Marine from the 
American Midwest,” where 
he never slept with anyone 
who was not Anglo. 

Exploring their relation¬ 
ship during the film’s 33 min¬ 
utes, we are privy to conflicts 
and misunderstandings any 
couple might experience, and 
also to some that are unique 
to young men of different cul¬ 


tures and backgrounds. Singh 
explains, “So much of San 
Francisco is about being a 
refugee. Whether gay or 
straight, so many people have 
run away and come here, 
even if they only ran 50 miles 
away.” 

The filmmaker (who is 
from Delhi) does not take 
sides. She shows both of her 
subject’s “pre-refugee” histo¬ 
ries, and finds each of them 
fascinating and worthy of re¬ 
spect. The Midwesterner has 
some quaint attitudes toward 
race, but he is allowed to 
show them in the larger con¬ 
text of his life — one we can 
care about. 

Nidhi Singh is not un¬ 
aware of the power a film¬ 
maker has to shape; allowing 
the characters to be them¬ 
selves was a conscious deci¬ 
sion. “Film is always a rip- 
off,” she admits, “because 
whoever is in a film, their 
voice and image are essential¬ 
ly taken away from them. 
You just hope whoever does 
the rip-off does it with decent 
motives.” But her even-hand¬ 
edness may have worked 
against Singh when the film 
came up for festival selection 
here. 

In their effort to make sure 
that the San Francisco Les¬ 
bian and Gay Film Festival is 
not solely about white gays, 
Frameline has assembled a 
multicultural staff and screen¬ 
ing committee. But does the 
committee’s decision to reject 
Khush Refugees raise ques¬ 
tions about our community’s 
ability to deal with racism? 

Not Correct Enough 

Singh feels the film was 
not “correct” enough to meet 
the jury’s political standards. 
“You run the risk of trying so 
hard to put out the right polit¬ 
ical agenda about people of 
color that you can’t be open 
and liberal to mixed relation¬ 
ships. Especially when we are 
under attack by the right 
wing, it is hard to talk about 
real people in real relation¬ 
ships, with all their cultural 
differences and problems. It’s 
easier to talk about narrow 
nationalism.” 

Frameline wound up 
screening the film later at 
Eye Gallery. Mark Finch, 
Frameline’s artistic director, 
comments, “Who can tell 
what each member of the 
screening committee thought? 

I personally am a strong sup¬ 
porter of Nidhi’s films. They 
raise crucial questions about 
culture, race and documen¬ 
tary filmmaking. In fact, at 
the London festival, we made 
it a key part of the program. 
And it’s a shame it did not 
feature in this year’s lesbian 
and gay festival here, but we 
received 295 entries and could 
only show 80 of them.” 

Singh believes all races 
can benefit from more open 
discussion. “We usually focus 
on black and white differ¬ 
ences, but among different 
people of color, it is just as 
problematic to be in mixed 


relationships. Is there any rea¬ 
son why a Japanese person 
should know more about In¬ 
dia than a Jewish person or a 
white person?” 

The filmmaker wants us to 
admit that we all have preju¬ 
dices and we all have desires 
to experience people unlike 
ourselves. But there are dif¬ 
ferences between exoticiza- 


tion and racism — and only by 
exploring real people will we 
find those distinctions and be¬ 
gin to work on them. Singh 
notes that “saying that every¬ 
one should be only with their 
own kind is the easy way out. 
And it sounds too much like 
what our families told us.” 

Now this transplant from 
Delhi is going back “home” to 


make a film she feels must be 
made. It’s on the taboo sub¬ 
ject of AIDS on the Indian 
subcontinent: what is being 
done and, much more impor¬ 
tantly, what isn’t. 

Singh is planning to hu¬ 
manize the issue via inter¬ 
views with a wide range of 
Indians who are HIV positive. 
She also intends to do some 
serious muckraking about of¬ 
ficial attitudes, non-existent 
blood screening and “rehabil¬ 
itation homes” run by Chris¬ 
tian groups. The latter keep 
drug users who are HIV pos¬ 
itive (even asymptomatic) 
chained to their beds. 

Singh will spend the end 
of October and all of Novem¬ 
ber in India filming, then re¬ 
turn and edit during Decem¬ 
ber. The filmmaker hopes to 
create a film that educates 
while it allows her homeland 
to speak. “It will try to be a 
film relevant to India, hope¬ 
fully relevant to the world, 
but San Francisco is sure to 
creep in.” That’s the way with 
transplants. ▼

S exy, mysterious and disturbing, 
Via Appia is a captivating work 
about an AIDS-positive flight 
attendant / photographer who 
returns to Brazil in search of the man he 
believes (maliciously, it would seem) 
has given him the disease. A stunning- 
on several levels - piece of low-budget 
filmmaking. Via Appia presents a 
curious slice of a very specific area of 
interaction between foreign gays and 
men in Brazil who engage in sex for 
hire and/or personal pleasure. That 
this portrait unfolds almost entirely 
from the point of view of the Germans 
is paradoxically both the film's greatest 
strength and what disturbs the most 
about it. 

A simple reverse-Patient - Zero 
scenario - this time the flight attendant, 
Frank (Peter Senner), is the ostensible 
"victim" rather than the perpetrator - is 
complicated by two of the strategies 
director Jochen Hick, a Hamburg film 
student, employs. 

One has to do with Hick's deci¬ 
sion to frame his story as a film within a 
film - Frank and a filmmaker friend 
(played by Yves Jansen, whose 
characters name does not appear in the 
closing credits or in the subtitles) are 
making a documentary for German 
television about the flight attendant's 
quest. 

The logistics of their shoot appear 
in spots to mirror the reality of Hick's 
shoot, lending the finished product. Via 
Appia, a spooky tension. What we see 
on the screen careens back and forth 
between "realism" and what appears to 
be very real. Via Appia is as clever as 
Hector Babenco's Pixote in this regard, 
and all the more potent because of it. 

The Search for Mario 

The second complication in Via 
Appia is plot-motivated. Mario, the 
man whom Frank seeks, is nowhere to 
be found. Shortly after their arrival, 
Frank and his director friend meet Jose 
(Guilherme de Padua), who says that he 
thinks he knows who Mario is, and in 
any case can help them find him. 

Mario and the search for him is 
basically a Hitchcockian-style red 
herring. Has he died already? Is he, 
being as he is one of dozens of Brazilian 
men Frank has slept with, merely a way 
for the flight attendant to come to grips

with the reality of his condition? 

The elusive Mario provides Frank 
with a perverse form of comfort and 
sense of purpose, a way to retrace his 
sexual past. Frank's obsession with 
getting at the "cause" of his medical 
predicament is peculiar indeed - and 
on the surface at least, futile whether he 
succeeds or not. He is aided 
throughout by Jose and a few of the 
latter's countrymen, who take him and 
his director friend to a number of 
steamy (literally and otherwise) locales. 
Hick's evocation of bathhouse desire 
and tropical heat in general is palpable. 

In a series of interchanges be¬ 
tween the Germans and various 
Brazilians, Hick not only renders Frank 
and his friend's individual states of 
mind (particularly Frank's vis a vis his 
progressive decline from AIDS), but 
also illustrates the manner in which 
financial inequity, cultural and sexual 
differences, arrogance, desire and igno¬ 
rance all inform the relations between 
and among all of the men involved in 
Via Appia (the film's title comes from 
the name of a street where men offer 
themselves quite openly for sex). 


Important Questions 

To his credit. Hick casts a non- 
judgmental eye on his protagonists. He 
doesn't tell them what to think 
anymore than he tells us, and they seem 
all the more real - and therefore 
instructive - because of it. Via Appia 
raises, explicitly and implicitly, some 
very important questions about desire 
(and its consequences), about 
heterosexuality and homosexuality (the 
Germans and the Brazilians clearly 
have divergent, culturally engendered 
notions about what constitutes "gay" 
sex and being gay, for instance) and 
also about "cultural imperialism."

Funny Ladies

T he stage light makes 
Deborah Theaker’s 
skin pale, almost 
green. Her huge dark 
eyes are sad: she’s clad in 
19th-century black lace and 
her delivery is deadpan — and 
dead on. “I’m Emily Bronte,” 
she says solemnly. “I go to the 
physician, and he says to me,

‘Emily, you’re consumptive.’ 
Doctor, I reply pensively, my 
milky countenance awash in 
thought. I’d like a second 
opinion. ‘Alright, then, your 
novels are oppressively 
bleak.” 

Gail Singer’s Wisecracks, 
a documentary about contem¬ 
porary women comics, is a 
smart, very funny and very 
serious film. The Canadian 
filmmaker alternates live per¬ 
formances with the women’s 
commentary on their work. 
Historical footage of comic 
foremothers is interspersed 
with newer work to set up 
Singer’s thematic categories, 


such as dealing with hecklers, 
the rewards of performing, 
and the move from self-deni¬ 
grating to more aggressive 
material. 

There is subversion and ir¬ 
reverence in contemporary 
women’s comedy, an increase 
in women shattering long- 
held taboos about what is 
talked about in front of an au¬ 
dience, a new frankness about 
everything from penises to 
periods. Part of comedy 
seems to be a sense of anger, 
and a transformation of the 
history of having been cruelly 
objectified by male comedy 
into a gleeful all-out offensive 
at men’s expense. Women are 
no longer apologizing for be¬ 
ing women — they’re firing 
back by making men the ob¬ 
jects of jokes. 

Battling Lesbian 

Robin Tyler, the only out 
lesbian performer in the film, 
refers to the “battle between 
the comic and the audience” 
and of the threat of the solo 
woman comic, who has cen¬ 
ter stage and isn’t waiting for 
a man. 

Making the personal pub¬ 
lic in comic characters, and 
storytelling is both coura¬ 
geous and cathartic. A wom¬ 
an with cerebral palsy, Geri 
Jewell, finds humor in her 
physical difference and peo¬ 
ple’s reaction to it. Jewell has 
found that doing comedy has 
been a “means of self-accep¬ 
tance.” 

Other performers include 
the three-woman group The 
Clichettes in a hilarious cross¬

die them with aplomb, pri¬ 
marily by remarking on what 
obviously must be sexual in¬ 
security on the part of the 
rude boy. Offstage, the wom¬ 
en speak of the necessity of 
being thick-skinned, tough, 
and appearing to be confi¬ 
dent.

gender performance of 
“Havin’ My Baby”; Maxine 
Lapiduss, a Jewish woman 
who aspires to be Aretha 
Franklin; JoAnne Astrow, 
who talks about the “sheer 
courage of standing in front 
of an audience,” and points 
out that the field is pretty 
much the domain of single 
women. 

Singer includes clips of 
some of the comics encounter¬ 
ing their worst nightmare- 
drunken male hecklers.

For these performers, how¬ 
ever, the affirmation of laugh¬ 
ter from the audience makes 
their efforts worth it. Sandra 
Shamas talks about the “Zen” 
of performance, and calls the 
performer a kind of “light¬ 
ning rod for creativity,” citing 
(as do several other women) 
Robin Williams as the most 
remarkable example of in¬ 
spired, “in the moment” com¬ 
ic performance. 

There is much greater 
pressure placed on women to 
win over an audience, accord¬ 
ing to African-American com¬ 
ic Kim Wayans, who says that 
men automatically command 
more respect when they walk 


out onstage, and women 
have to work harder to gain 
it. 

Seasoned performers give 
some advice on working: 
Whoppi Goldberg remarks 
that the performer cannot 
take the audience reaction 
personally, and can never ap¬ 
pear to be lost or thrown by 
the audience’s reaction (or 
lack thereof); she feels free 
from gender and doesn’t 
think about being a female 
comic. 

Most of the performers 
concentrate on women’s con¬ 
cerns — men, relationships, ap¬ 
pearance, weight, aging, mon¬ 
ey, credit, and PMS; they con¬ 
centrate on moments of high 
emotions and extreme embar¬ 
rassment. 

The film is lacking, howev¬ 
er, in its representation of les¬ 
bian comics (or at least ones 
who are out) — I missed Kate 
Clinton and Marga Gomez, 
for example. Their omission 
emphasizes that women’s 
comedy is, in many ways, a 
replication of men’s, where 
straight Caucasians spend a 
lot of time talking about het¬ 
erosexual relationships. 

What’s refreshing about 
this film are the moments of 
truly “universal” material. As 
much as we need to hear 
women talk about our lives, 
problems and rituals — and to 
bash men back through hu¬ 
mor — it takes real talent to 
go beyond those things and to 
connect to an entire audience, 
and to speak to all of us. 
Some of these women — 
Paula Poundstone, Deborah 
Theaker, Dreenagh Darrell, 
and Maxine Lapiduss — really 
do. ▼

and gives it lasting credibility. 
In addition to providing bio¬ 
graphical information on the 
photographers, the author of¬ 
ten analyzes and interprets 
the homoerotic content of 
their images, as well as the 
overall impact of their work. 
Ellenzweig seems right on 
target in his assessment of 
Mapplethorpe, where “style 


so overwhelms content that 
we are suspicious of a core 
vacuity. The Mapplethorpe 
photograph may not be art¬ 
less — just heartless.” 


Weber Barbecued 

Ellenzweig also skewers 
self-professed heterosexual 
Bruce Weber subtly but ap¬ 
propriately: “one is compelled 
to note that his work seems 
to signal a retreat from the 
very openness that gay liber¬ 
ation has permitted him to 
exploit so successfully in his 
representations of the homo¬ 
erotic.” 

Only in his assessment of 
Duane Michaels’ work does 
the author seem to fall some¬ 
what short of the mark. He 
misses (or fails to comment 
upon) the strong metaphysical 
emphasis in Michaels’ work, 
summarizing same as an at¬ 
tempt to “bring the particu¬ 
lars of homoerotic feeling un¬ 


der the shelter of the univer¬ 
sal.” There is much more go¬ 
ing on there, but relatively 
speaking, this is a minor over¬ 
sight in a work of great im¬ 


portance. 

Get used to those square, 
heavy boxes in Christmas 
wrap, because you’ll be see¬ 


ing a lot of them in a few 
months. And now you know 
what you’ll find inside. ▼

tective writer Katherine V. 
Forrest — which “makes us 
much more high profile, 
much more immediate, much 
more political,” and he adds 
that there was “no resistance 
to having so much gay visibil¬ 
ity. When it came time to al¬ 
locating relatively precious 
panel time, we got two.” (He 
is also pleased that, unlike 
last year, this year there is a 
focus on what may become 
the fall’s “big books” — such 
as Allen Ellenzweig’s The 
Homoerotic Photograph: 
Male Images From 
Durieu/Delacroix to Map¬ 
plethorpe.) 

Perhaps not surprisingly, 
given Labonte’s involvement 
with A Different Light, the 
aspect of the festival he’s hap¬ 
piest with is the very promi¬ 
nent lesbian/gay floor pres¬ 
ence. Whereas 1991 saw only 
ADL, Aunt Lute, Modern 
Times and Spinsters repre¬ 
senting our publishing and 
bookstore interests, 1992 
promises much, much more. 

The West Coast chapter of 
the Publishing Triangle (of 
which Labonte is also a mem-

ber), an association of lesbian 
and gay writers and publish¬ 
ers, will have a three-booth 
spread featuring smaller 
presses “with 120 to 130 titles. 
A few publishers have 10 to 
20 books; some maybe only 
one. A Different Light, Wom¬ 
en’s Press, Spinsters, Alyson 
and two or three others will 
each have their own booth. 
On the floor plan, there’s five 
of us on one side and four 
on the other — a lesbian, gay 
and feminist corridor — so if 
they want to avoid us, they’ll 
know where not to go, and if 
they want to find us, they 
can.”

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New Orleans Gothic

S toryville, like any 
good story, is an old 
tale retold. Directed by 
Mark Frost (co-creator 
with David Lynch of Twin 
Peaks), Storyville is a tale of 
foul family secrets re-discov¬ 
ered — set in the New South 
of educated African Ameri¬ 
cans, sexy Vietnamese immi¬ 
grants and enlightened social 
justice. Its lesson is equally fa¬ 
miliar: “Down here the past 
ain’t dead. It ain’t even past.” 
This shining New South (we 
understand as soon as we see 
Big Daddy get shot in the 
swamp in the opening se¬ 
quence) will always be under¬ 
mined by the Old. 

The plot is a typical South¬ 
ern bouillabaisse of power, 
lust and blood. Cray Fowler 
(James Spader) is the scion of 
an oil-rich family, the son of a 
suicidal father and an inebri¬ 
ated mother (perfectly played 
by Piper Laurie). As the story 
opens, Cray is making his 
first bid for political office, as¬ 
sisted by Uncle Clifford (Jason 
Robards), a crafty old gentle¬ 
man devoted to Cray and his 
Mama. But Cray, led astray 
by an Asian temptress, is 
soon plunged into mystery, 
mayhem and a jacuzzi. Noth¬ 
ing is what it appears and 
poor Cray is suddenly haunt¬ 
ed by questions. What base 
conspiracy lurks at the heart 
of the Fowler fortune? Why 
did Daddy kill himself? Why 
do all his girlfriends look the 
same? 

Answer Soup 

The horrid answers, once 
Cray starts poking around, 
emerge in layers. Each web 
of deception, ripped asunder, 
reveals a more hideous 
scheme beneath. Friends turn 
out to be enemies, enemies 
friends, and family relations 
are hopelessly perverse. Cray, 
the smart boy at the center of 
things, is the dumbest, most 
innocent character of the lot — 
a flaxen-haired ingenue who 


can only save himself with 
the help of his heroines (one 
of whom turns out to be a 
man). 

\The best thing about Sto¬ 
ryville is that it doesn’t pre¬ 
tend to be anything other 
than what it is: a tawdry tale 
of lust and corruption. The 
script capers according to for¬ 
mula, but it’s a formula aware 
of itself, making the most of 
its convoluted plot and atmo¬ 
sphere. By shooting the film 
in the sultry French Quarter, 
Frost draws upon standard 
New Orleans imagery—evok¬ 
ing Faulkner, Huey Long, 
Anne Rice, The Big Easy 
and Angel Heart along the 
way. We all know a Southern 
Gothic tale when we see one, 
and Frost simply encourages 
us to settle back and enjoy an¬ 
other. 

For the most part, his 
strategy succeeds. Frost 
avoids the gratuitous weird¬ 
ness of Twin Peaks and oth¬ 
er David Lynch-type projects. 
The bizarre characters are 
part of the plot, not simply 
thrown in for effect. The de¬ 
ranged Green Beret, the mur¬ 
derous martial arts master, 
the big-bellied “art” photogra¬ 
pher and his drag queen mod-

As in his oth¬ 
er roles (e.g., sex, lies and 
videotape, Bad Influence, 
True Colors), Spader’s charm 
largely depends on his mascu¬ 
line passivity. He’s the actor 
who’s always acted upon. 
Even when Cray’s facing 
down the family villain, it’s 
impossible to take him seri¬ 
ously. Spader’s too wide-eyed, 
too earnest and too pretty — a 
male Sally Field. 

The supporting actors are 
satisfyingly solid. Piper Lau¬ 
rie is the most amusing as the 
pickled, mother; Jason Ro¬ 
bards is simultaneously suave, 
gritty and corrupt; Michael 
Warren, the “expensive” 
African-American lawyer, is 
suitably principled; and 
Joanne Whalley-Kilmer, as 
Cray’s ex- (and soon-to-be- 
again) lover, is as stereotypi- 
cally tough as she is lan¬ 
guorous.

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Community 

Celebration

T he San Francisco Gay 
Men’s Chorus joined 
with Voices: Bay 
Area Lesbian Choral 
Ensemble last week for two 
concerts at Herbst Theatre 
celebrating our sense of com¬ 
munity. 

The event was notable 
mostly for a return to simpler 
production values on the part 
of the chorus and a deeper 
feeling of primary purpose. 
The results were gratifying to 
those critics who wondered 
whether the organization was 
becoming too insular and self- 
congratulating. 

Recognizing the impor¬ 
tance of women, especially in 
light of their support and 
care-giving during the ongo¬ 
ing AIDS crisis, might appear 
inadequate at this point in his¬ 
tory, but the sentiment was 
honest and the general tone 
of the evening positive and 
loving. 

The musical values were, 
however, a little more un¬ 
even. Hearing the Gay Men’s 
Chorus without props or fan¬ 
cy stage movement allowed 
us to enjoy the thrill of more 
than 125 carefully rehearsed 
voices with nothing more 
than piano accompaniment 
(the excellent Richard 
Rogers). The only drawback 
was a heightened awareness 


of Artistic Director Stan Hill’s 
penchant for commonplace 
musical selections. 

No one could deny the 
power of emotion apparent 
throughout the program or 
mistake the obvious pleasure 
of the participants. Still, even 
hard-core fans of the Ameri¬ 
can musical must cringe at 
the banal “We Still Have 
Time” from the perfectly aw¬ 
ful Jekyll and Hyde or the 
middlebrow “Anthem” from 
Chess. They may be relative¬ 
ly current, but there’? a rea¬ 
son why Broadway is in a 
slump. 

The inclusion of a song by 
Holly Near was a good idea, 
and “This We Know” — music 
by Ron Jeffers and gently pro¬ 
found lyrics by no less than 
Chief Seattle — helped offset 
the saccharine “You Are the 
Light” from Metropolis and 
Naomi Judd’s “Love Can 
Build a Bridge.” Bobby Mc- 
Ferrin’s “The 23rd Psalm” is 
fine but seemed vaguely out 
of context, and while the au¬ 
dience responded enthusiasti¬ 
cally to “In the Miracle” by 
frequent contributor Gary 
Simmons, it put me in mind 
of Christian summer camp. 

In spite of the material, the 
chorus sounded in best form, 
so praise must be given Stan 
Hill in his equally important 
role as musical director. The 
pacing of the songs was sure,

and the contrast and harmony 
between sections clear and 
well-tuned. Among many ter¬ 
rific solo contributions, tenor 
Terry Duane was particularly 
memorable with a voice that 
almost made me believe in 
Naomi Judd’s songwriting 
skills. 

Comic Relief 

Some needed comedy re¬ 
lief was provided by Nota 
Bene, another subgroup with¬ 
in the chorus directed by 
Steve Ng. Their rendition of 
“I Will Follow Him” in nun 
drag (but, thankfully, not Sis¬ 
ters of Perpetual Indulgence 
regalia) was capped by a leg¬ 
gy Tina Turneresque singer 


in glorious gold lame. 

The evening was a re¬ 
minder of the old fun days 
with the chorus, before they 
increasingly turned to the 
slick sentimentality of “greet¬ 
ing card” muzak. The social 
slant of this most recent con¬ 
cert and the refreshing lack of 
pretension went a long way 
toward restoring the San 
Francisco Gay Men’s Chorus 
to their previous status as lo¬ 
cal heroes and national trea¬ 
sure. 

The other wonderful treat 
of the evening was the ap¬ 
pearance of Melanie De- 
More’s Voices: Bay Area Les¬ 
bian Choral Ensemble. This 
17-voice group has participat¬ 
ed in local events for five 
years now. DeMore came on¬ 
board in 1990, and it looks as 
though her two years have 
had an important impact. An 
excellent singer and per¬ 
former in her own right, she 
has drilled Voices into a satis¬ 
fying and appealing bunch 
that can sail through some 
difficult part singing with the 
best of them. 

Where the gentlemen of 
the Gay Men’s Chorus were 


hampered by some of their 
repertory, Voices excelled in 
some offbeat, but mostly qual¬ 
ity music. Their “A River of 
Birds” simply knocked me 
over, and “Big-Legged Wom¬ 
an,” a paean to the full-fig¬ 
ured gal, delighted the crowd. 

Before the concert began, 
plaques of appreciation were 
given by the chorus to Dr. 
Sandra Hernandez for her 
tireless efforts in the care-giv¬ 
ing arts and to U.S. Rep. Nan¬ 
cy Pelosi (who was in atten¬ 
dance and delivered a gra¬ 
cious speech) in recognition of 
her work for the gay commu¬ 
nity and support of the 
SFGMC. 

It was that kind of night — 
friends and neighbors salut¬ 
ing their own community and 
bringing back happy memo¬ 
ries of all the chorus concerts 
of the past. They may have 
lost the equivalent of their 
current membership to AIDS, 
but like the rest of us, this 
group presses on with 
courage and determination. 
There is strength in commu¬ 
nity, and that means gay men 
and women together. ▼ 
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' Women's POV' in 'Danzon' 

Fresh Vision

T here is nothing dicier 
in these days of gen¬ 
der sensitivity than 
trying to speculate on 
the particular qualities that a 
woman — as a woman — might 
bring to an artwork. One 
risks at worst reducing cre¬ 
ativity to biology and, even in 
praise, patronizing the artist. 

Maria Novaro’s Danzon 
(like Allison Anders’ Gas 
Food Lodging, which just 
closed its San Francisco run) 
nevertheless inspires consid¬ 
eration of what might com¬ 
prise a “woman’s point of 
view” in the cinema — or at 
least thoughts about the sub¬ 
tle but tangible shifts in em¬ 
phasis that women might 
bring to mainstream produc¬ 
tions. 

In a 1988 interview, exper¬ 
imental filmmaker Barbara 
Hammer outlined how the 
male gaze has operated vis-a- 
vis women: “The camera lo¬ 
cates the woman as an object 
to be looked at, the lighting 
highlights her dowdiness or 
soft focuses her glory and her 


beauty. The ordinary life of 
the woman in the world, the 
person who is behind the 
scenes keeping the culture to¬ 
gether ... isn’t shown.” 

Danzon renders the “ordi¬ 
nary life” of a woman. The 
film operates within a fairly 
traditional narrative frame¬ 
work, but what delights about 
the film is the freshness of vi¬ 
sion; we’ve seen this situa¬ 
tion and this type of woman 
before, but not from this per¬ 
spective. 

Honored, Not Glamorized 

Danzon is the story of a 
telephone operator named Ju¬ 
lia (played by the charismatic 
Maria Rojo), whose one pas¬ 
sion in life is the danzon, a 
romantic ballroom dance with 
a 100-year tradition in Mexi¬ 
co. When Carmelo (Daniel 
Rergis), Julia’s dance partner 
of six years, suddenly disap¬ 
pears — he’s been accused of a 
crime he didn’t commit — 
dancing is no longer the same 
for her. She takes a leave 
from her job to track him 
down, and a lead to Veracruz 
(Continued on next page) 
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Getting the Message Across 



T his past June Gov. Bill 
Clinton gave a speech 
in West Hollywood to 
a lesbian and gay au¬ 
dience. While there was no 
doubt Clinton was courting 
the gay and lesbian vote, his 
speech moved easily between 
personal and political topics. 

Clinton praised the 
“courage, commitment and 
service” of the lesbian and 
gay community in the face of 
AIDS. He spoke of his com¬ 
mitment to the civil rights of 
every American, including 
lesbians and gay men. He 
pledged to overturn the ban 
against homosexuals in the 
military (a pledge he recently 
repeated on Arsenio Hall’s 
talk show) and to fight the 
fundamentalist backlash of 
hate crimes across the coun¬ 
try. 

Shortly after Clinton’s 
speech, a group of Bay Area 
gay and lesbian Democrats 
participated in “Link Up 
America,” a gathering of Clin¬ 
ton supporters that featured 
Hubert Humphrey III, the at¬ 
torney general of Minnesota, 
as a guest speaker. A video of 
the Clinton speech was 
screened to the group, and af¬ 
terward, Humphrey com¬ 


mented that if this video 
could be presented to gay and 
lesbian voters across the 
country, there would be no 
question about which presi¬ 
dential candidate they should 
support in November. 

Peter Fowler, a San Fran¬ 
cisco entertainment lawyer, 
agreed. With the financial 
support of gay and lesbian 
leaders (many from the Na¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force) and the talent donated 
by a group of Bay Area video 
artists (including Tongues 
Untied’s Marlon Riggs), 
Fowler formed the Lavender 
Message Project to popularize 
Clinton’s support for gay and 
lesbian issues. 

In early August the project 
decided to make a video fea¬ 
turing excerpts from Clinton’s 
West Hollywood speech inter¬ 
spersed with the comments of 
young lesbian and gay voters 
who support Clinton’s candi¬ 
dacy. By Sept. 2 the Lavender 
Message Project had pro¬ 
duced Out for the Count, a 
15-minute video aimed at 18- 
25-year-old lesbian and gay 
voters. 

Considerable Success 

Although the video has 


only been available for a 
month, Fowler reports consid¬ 
erable success. With the help 
of the NGLTF’s list of cam¬ 
pus and community organiza¬ 
tions for young lesbians and 
gay men, Out for the Count 
has been distributed free of 
charge to groups across the 
country. The project focused 
on organizations located in ar¬ 
eas of the country less likely 
to be affected by the strong 
Clinton support evident in ur¬ 
ban gay and lesbian commu¬ 
nities. Judging from the let¬ 
ters received from these orga¬ 
nizations, the LMP is reach¬ 
ing its audience. 

Fowler emphasizes that 
the Lavender Message Project 
has no affiliation with either 
the Clinton campaign or the 
Democratic Party, although it 
is clearly supportive of both. 
Since federal election laws 
carefully monitor the contri¬ 
butions to each campaign, the 
project (which is duly regis¬ 
tered with the Federal Elec¬ 
tion Commission) found it 
much simpler to proceed in¬ 
dependently. It depends upon 
a network of supporters to 
fund its work. The video, 
which under normal circum¬ 
stances would cost approxi¬ 


mately $35,000, was produced 
for roughly $13,000 because 
much of the necessary talent 
was donated.

The video is free, and the

yields adventures, amorous 
and otherwise. 

Novaro’s camera honors 
Julia but does not glamorize 
her. The film concentrates on 
“small” moments in her life 
that reveal character. Its pace 
is meandering by Hollywood 
standards, but Danzon pays 
off with understated intelli¬ 
gence. 

A series of interlocking 
paradoxes powers the film. 
Julia seeks Carmelo, but finds 
herself. She is befriended by 
a gay drag performer, Susy 
(Tito Vasconcelos), a man ob¬ 
sessed with the trappings of 
femininity. He turns out to be 
the nicest “man” she meets, 
although, of course, he’s not 
up to the traditional role. 

In a cannily staged scene, 
Julia attempts to teach Susy 
the danzon, but the lesson 
breaks down when he refuses 
to lead. 

“Teach me the woman’s 
part,” he pleads. “Hold me 
like Carmelo held you!” 

Susy clings to a romantic, 
movie-based conception of 
femininity, but rather than 
“correct” her, Novaro em¬ 
braces Susy’s illusions. With¬ 
out demeaning the character, 
the director employs Susy as

both a metaphor for the hol¬ 
low rigidity of contemporary 
gender roles and a standard 
bearer for diversity. It is a 
tribute to Novaro’s light 
touch that her observations 
resonate without impeding 
her drama. 

Artifice and Reality 

The interplay of artifice 
and reality is a central con¬ 
cern of Danzon. A number of 
scenes begin with paintings, 
sculptures, or models of the 
settings to follow. “Illusion” 
precedes “reality” (even as the 
former draws upon the latter), 
and the danzon, where “looks 
should be felt, vaguely 
guessed,” both re-creates and 
energizes the rhythms of life 
and love. 

“Don’t look at my eyes, 
look off into the distance,” Ju¬ 
lia instructs Susy at the begin¬ 
ning of their aborted dance 
lesson. Only after time does 
truth reveal itself, so that 
“once your eyes meet, every¬ 
thing becomes clear.” 

A love affair with Ruben 
(Victor Vasconcelos), who 
works on a tugboat, is Julia’s 
foray into traditional ro¬ 
mance. Their time together is 
pleasurable, but the relation¬ 
ship lacks substance. When 
she impulsively leaves Ver¬ 
acruz, Julia only leaves a mes¬ 
sage for Susy, not Ruben, an 
implicit valuing of friendship 
over the “need for a man.” 

Julia’s trip to Veracruz is 
her “look off into the dis¬ 
tance.” When she returns 
home, “everything becomes 
clear” — about her life, the 
danzon and the true makings 
of romance. 

A quiet interchange on 
the dance floor is the “climax” 
to Danzon. Moviegoers 
trained to respond to more 
emphatic cinema may be dis¬ 
appointed, but for those will¬ 
ing to surrender to Novaro’s 
singular way of seeing, Dan¬ 
zon will more than suffice.

Robert Caviano 
Dies At 42 



Robert C Caviano, a music 
business veteran and founder 
of LIFEbeat, the music indus¬ 
try’s leading AIDS relief orga¬ 
nization, died Tuesday, 
September 22, from AIDS-re¬ 
lated complications at St. 
Luke’s Roosevelt Hospital in 
Manhattan. He was 42 years 
old. 

A lifelong New Yorker, 
Caviano was a leading light in 
the world of pop and dance 
music for two decades. He 
managed the careers of 


recording artists such as 
Grace Jones, Gwen Guthrie, 
the Village People, and KC & 
the Sunshine Band. He later 
worked as a talent agent for 
ATI, ICM, APA, and Famous 
Artists. 

Caviano was especially 
proud of his work raising 
funds and public awareness 
for AIDS-related issues dur¬ 
ing the ’80s. His promotional 
efforts and organizational 
skills helped raise more than 
$1 million for s uc h com muni- 
ty-based AIDS organizations 
as the Gay Men’s Health Cri¬ 
sis and Bailey House. 

In November 1990, Ca¬ 
viano was diagnosed with 
AIDS. In a commentary in the 
December 14, 1991 issue of 
Billboard, he called for the 
formation of an entertainment 
industry organization that 
would offer direct assistance 
to those within its ranks 
struggling with HIV and 
AIDS, with special attention 
to the plight of women and 
people of color. Caviano 
called the new organization 
LIFEbeat, and in 1992 the 
group promoted a highly sue 1 
cessful benefit concert at New 
York’s Roseland featuring 
the Pet Shop Boys. 

Caviano is survived by his 
father, Frank; brothers Ray¬ 
mond, Louis and Richard and 
sister Maria Berk; and all of 
New York. Contributions

Jack It and Tie

H ow many times 
have plot and hu¬ 
mor failed miser¬ 
ably in porn tapes? 
Too often to mention. But in 
It Happened One Day, the 
plot, thanks to writer/director 
Jon Boy (by no means a Wal¬ 
ton), is an amusing spin 
around a birthday gift that 
comes across as a witty, low- 
budget queer tale with sex. 
Fucking isn’t the main event 
here; an offbeat sense of fun 
about the magic of syn- 
chronicity is. Plot events are 
often preceded by “as I re¬ 
member it” recollections said 
directly to the camera. 

Kris Dominoe wants to get 
a crystal dolphin for his 
boyfriend Dexter. But since 
they’re inseparable, he enlists 
his bud Tyke to get the gift 
for him. But Tyke, playing 
“Vick the Dick, slave to his 
prick,” stops off at Andy 
Geord’s for a quickie. En¬ 
shrouded in a virtual reality 
jungle (actually a lot of plants 
and moody lighting), the two 
waste no time when Andy 
says, “Cut the small talk. Get 
over here and fuck me.” He 
does, and they suck too, on 
the sofa. Andy’s skinny and 
Tyke’s got a bit of a gut, but 
they make a pleasant hump 
of it. 

Meanwhile, Kris is panick¬ 
ing about his gift. Tyke rush¬ 
es to dress, then pissed-off 
Andy tosses the gift in the air. 
Tyke hurries to catch it, skid¬ 
ding on the floor like a car¬ 
toon — sight gags in porn, 
believe it or not. 

Tyke’s car breaks down, so 
Kris sends a messenger, who 
of course gets waylaid himself 
at his next stop, the studio of 
swarthy French artiste 
Dsemel Dixie. The randy 
painter asks to shoot a few 
Polaroids, and things get 
more photogenic from there 
on. The dark-skinned French¬ 
man gets his lengthy tool 
sucked, then plows the pale, 
creamy ass of the baby-faced 
messenger. 

But accidents keep happen¬ 
ing, and the painter knocks 
the gift out a window, where 
it falls into the hands of Capt. 
Kirk (played with wit by club 
kid Tommy Kat), who’s just 
been beamed down to Fol¬ 
som Street. Kirk continues on 
his way, the messenger sends 
the wrong package, and, well, 
meanwhile, the oblivious re¬ 
cipient of the gift, Dexter, is 
cheating on his lover with a 
willowy blond kid on a fu¬ 
ton. They smooch, strip, suck 
and schtup. Dexter’s bobbing 


ass is quite a sight itself as he 
rams his dong into the 
twinkie. 

Back home, Kris is mani- 
cally making final arrange¬ 
ments for his beau’s B-day 
dinner. Kirk finds the ad¬ 
dress, delivers the gift, and 
gets beamed back up. Cheat¬ 
ing hubby comes home to his 
relieved lover, who holds a 
lit-up birthday cake. They cel¬ 
ebrate with some finger-dip¬ 
ping in the icing and sweet 
smooching, then strip, suck a 
bit and, finally, the birthday 
boy gets the real present, his 
lover’s cock, shoved up his 
butt. He spews again, ad¬ 
mirably. 

Editing and lighting are 
jumpy and inconsistent in this 
tape, but the idea of such a 
plot-thick romp in a fuck flick 


is an amusing and audacious 
move.

More Odd Wit 

Jon Boy’s second tape, 
Haight and Ashbury, contin¬ 
ues a story line set up in pro¬ 
ducer Bill Hunter’s previous 
tape, Hollywood and Vine. 
Kevin Grant, fresh from LA, 
hops into the post-hippie 


scene and encounters a few 
rave dudes instead. The same 
odd wit attempted in It Hap¬ 
pened One Day is better ful¬ 
filled in this film within a 
film, an amusing twist on the 
usual “we’re making a porno 
tape” story. 

Bleached blond Kevin 
Marsh walks Haight and Ash¬ 
bury, you know, where the 
Gap is. He visits baby-faced 


punk boy Valor in his well-ap¬ 
pointed flat (dig the diamond- 
painted floor pattern). “I came 
to fuck you,” Kevin bluntly 
states, and he does, but not 
before some slurpy sucking 
and 69. Kevin slams his ad¬ 
mirable prong into the 
creamy, pale ass of this pretty 
boy punk (the messenger in It 
Happened One Day) doggie 
style. Then, legs akimbo, pud 
boy takes it missionary and 
unleashes quite a gusher. 

A pseudo-intellectual paro¬ 
dy conversation follows, 
where director Jon Boy and 
Todd Baker compare Fou¬ 
cault to pornography, calling 
fuck flicks “a serious cultural 
indicator” of our times. Be 
that as it may, another guest, 
an actor, Kris Dominoe, play¬ 
ing the director, says, “Yes, 
we are porno, but yes, we are 
humanity.” They all leave 
their hosts Dsemel Dixie and 
Andy to themselves. The two 
pull out the futon and, as 
George Bush said of the de¬ 
bates while unintentionally 
quoting Marvin Gaye, “Let’s 
get it on.” 

They do. Dixie resembles 
an Arab cousin of actor John 
Turturro and proceeds to let 
his beau slurp his proud 
prong before slamming it 
home. These two fuck in four 


positions, changing energeti¬ 
cally in virtually one take. 
Dixie’s subsequent spew is 
most admirable. 

Wacky director Dominoe 
then lectures two prospective 
porn dudes in a faux office, 
ranting about the integrity of 
“the pornographic cinema,” a 
babble which culminates in 
him dancing atop his desk to 
Sylvester’s “Mighty Real.” He 
lets the two boys do it on the 
desk, and they seem eager to 
try just about every conceiv¬ 
able position — on the chair, 
off the table, etc. Kevin con¬ 
siderately jacks Roberto’s 
dick while fucking him, and 
they then ejaculate adequate¬ 
ly. 


But mad-dog Dominoe 
isn’t finished. He coaches two 
new recruits, lanky, flannel 
shirt-cutoff blond Austin 
Raver and leather-clad, tat¬ 
tooed, goateed Marcus La 
Croix, in a scene atop a lad¬ 
der. Dominoe wants butt¬ 
pounding par excellence, and 
he gets it, as soon as he leaves 
the boys to themselves. La 
Croix is assuredly the hottest 
dude in the video, and his 
cock is a fabulous thing, ac¬ 
cessorized by a silver cock 
ring. He leaves his leather 
pants on (a tasty visual kink) 
while fucking blondie, who 
leaves his boots on. It’s so 
nice to see tapes that realize 
the visual fun of costumes. 

The two fuck a good 
while, and Austin stays hard 
the whole time, coming while 
La Croix bangs in some short, 
sharp shocks. La Croix’s 
gluey spew looks delectable, 
and his bison skull belt buck¬ 
le makes a lasting fashion 
statement. 

True, this tape’s low bud¬ 
get impedes its success, and 
the audio is messy, but the 



idea of accomplishing such 
silliness between fucks is 
something this reviewer 
would like to see more of. ▼

Pleasuredome (177 
Townsend at Third). Sunday 
nights here are for the true 
party animals and diehards. 
Those with weak hearts and 
low energy need not attend. 
Same crowd from Carefree 
but add in muscle studs and 
beefy bears. 

Starting at 9 p.m. this tea 
dance runs until 7 a.m. Mon¬ 
day morning! So you’ll be a 
little late getting to work. In 
the DJ booth are Jerry Bon¬ 
ham and Alec Cunningham, 
and from their turntables 
comes a mix of house, techno 
and industrial dance grooves. 

You have not seen a true 
tea dance until you’ve paid a 
visit to the Pleasuredome.

Dyke Dick Delight 

Everything You Have Is Mine 
by Sandra Scoppettone; Ballantine, $3.99

G reat news for dyke 
detective fans! San¬ 
dra Scoppettone’s 
popular 1991 novel 
(now available in paperback) 


is a dyke delight with won¬ 
derfully realized characters, 
fine writing and enough plot 
twists to keep even the clever¬ 
est reader guessing. 

Lauren Laurano is a pri¬ 
vate investigator (or dyke 
dick, as she sometimes calls 


herself) called in by the friend 
of a friend to investigate a 
date rape. Both Ursula (the 
friend once removed) and her 
half-sister Lake (who is both 
angry and embarrassed by 
the rape) are hiding too many 
secrets behind a facade of 
candor. When Lake is found 
hanged, an apparent suicide, 
Lauren decides the investiga¬ 
tion must continue. 

On the way to a stunning 
climax, she discovers layers 
of deception, half-lies, partial 
truths and enough family dys¬ 
function to make the Reagan 


kids look healthy. 

Lauren’s lover, Kip, is a 
shrink who offers psycholog¬ 
ical insights (and loads of 
lovely lesbian lust) and occa¬ 
sional crankiness. The lover is 
introduced on the first page 
of the novel in a wonderfully 
matter-of-fact couple of sen¬ 
tences. This is not a coming- 
out novel; this is an “of 
course” novel, and it’s a plea¬ 
sure. 

The writing is consistently 
entertaining, with plenty of 
wit and a plethora of details 
that paint a convincing pic¬ 


ture of the daily impossibili¬ 
ties of life in Manhattan. Lau¬ 
ren’s paragraph long quest to 
find a functioning pay phone 
is a painfully accurate 
glimpse of the urban experi¬ 
ence. Throughout the novel, 
Scoppettone always plays fair 
with the reader, providing 
enough clues to make solving 
the mysteries a possibility 
and enough red herrings to 
make it a challenge. 

Everything You Have Is 
Mine is a marvelous novel, 
and Sandra Scoppettone is a 
writer to be treasured. ▼
